ITALIAN DEPUTIES RATIFY 
ANNEXATION OF ETHIOPIA 


Members of Chamber Vote Amid Cheers After 
Mussolini Reads Decree for 
New Empire. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, May 14.—The Chamber 
of Deputies clamorously and unani- 
mously ratified the bill creating an 


Italian empire in the presence of 
Premier Mussolini and his govern- 
ment officials today. 

he deputies wore black shirts 
and were in an enthusiastic mood. 

Watching the vote from the dip- 
lomatic gallery was Baron Pompeo 
Aloisi, head of the Italian delega- 
tion to the League of Nations, who 
‘had just returned from Geneva. 
‘Near him were the ambassadors of 
Germany and Japan and the minis- 
ter of Austria. 

Mussolini read the decree creat- 
ing a new empire based on the con- 
quest of Ethiopia. He made no 
comment. The deputies voted im- 
mediately, signifying their approval 
with cheers. 

Mussolini, speaking to the depu- 
ties, declared: 

“Honorable Comrades: 

“The will of victorious Rome in 
its African undertaking was ex- 
pressed in the irrevocable affir- 
mation by which, on Saturday, the 
Grand Council of Fascism pro- 
claimed al] Italians consecrated un- 
der the vow: ‘The territories and 
the people which appertained to 
the empire of Ethiopia are placed 
under the whole and complete sove- 
reignty of the kingdom of Italy. 
The title of Emperor of Ethiopia 
is assumed for himself and his suc- 
cessors by the King of Italy.’ 


“Let us now consecrate, in the 
law of the state, these solemn de- 
terminations of the Fascist peo- 
pie.” 

Presenting the decrée naming 
Marshal Pietro Badoglio Viceroy of 
Ethiopia, he added: 

“. « « « Owing to the fact of this 
incontrovertible right, it is neces- 
sary to provide for the government 
|of a new and great colony. 

“The First Governor-General of 
Ethiopia, with the title of Viceroy, 
cannot be any other than he who 
already has joined with the Gov- 
ernment of two bordering colonies 
the command of the armed forces 
which conquered the Ethiopian em- 
pire. — 

“Marshal Badoglio has merited 
this honor. 

“On the Governor-General are 
conferred the powers which will 
permit him to govern Ethiopia in 
these first moments of the affirma- 
tion of our dominion, and also 
whatever exceptional circumstances 
will have demanded until the regu- 
lations which Rome is preparing to 
give Italian Ethiopia shall have 
been established, so that for bar- 
barian disorders there will be sub- 
stituted organic, constructive, Fas- 
cist order.” 

Count Costanzo Ciano, president 
of the Chamber concluded the ses- 
sion by saying: 

“Italy, with her arms in readiness, 
has changed her fighting front— 
she is now attacking the front of 
labor.” 


4l OF 47 CHICAGO JUDGES 
QUIT BAR ASSOCIATION 


Withdraw Because Some of Their 
Number Were Criticised for 
Political Activity.

CHICAGO, May 14.—A split be- 
tween Cook County Judges and the 
Chicago Bar Association over po- 
litical activities resulted yesterday 
in the withdrawal of 41 of the 47 
Superior and Circuit Court Judges 
from the organization. 

The action was voted as a result 
of the association’s charge that by 
participating in the April 14 pri- 
mary election campaign, certain 
Judges violated the canons of the 
American Bar Association. 

Of 43 Judges present at the meet- 
ing, only one voted against with- 
drawal and one did not vote. 

The Bar Association had demand- 
ed that four Judges appear before 
the board of managers next Tues- 
day to answer charges of judicial 
misconduct by reason of political 
activity. The Judges declared that 
it, would not be compatible with 
their duty “to be subservient to any 
group of lawyers practicing in their 
respective courts.” 


$175,000 BREACH OF PROMISE 
VERDICT FOR WEALTHY WIDOW 


Mrs. Sarah Wyman Had Sued Ed- 
gar L. Newhouse Jr. for 
$500,000 at Miami.

MIAMI, Fla., May 14.—A Circuit 
Court jury returned a verdict for 
$175,000 today in the $500,000 dam- 
age suit brought by Mrs. Sarah 
Wyman, wealthy widow, against 
Edgar L. Newhouse Jr. of New 
York for breach of promise. 

Newhouse, said to be a smelting 
company director, did not contest 
the case and no attorneys appeared 
in court for him. 

The verdict was granted on Mrs. 
Wyman’s testimony that she either 
lent or spent $33,000 at Newhouse’s 
request following his promise to 
marry her. 

Notes and checks were intro- 
duced in substantiation of her 
claim, as well as letters written 
by Newhouse to Mrs. Wyman.

City Relief Board Draws on 


Revolving Fund in An- 


Aldermen. 


The unemployed who were dropped 
from the relief rolls last month and 
those who have sought to aid them 
by arousing public sentiment for 
adequate relief appropriations won 
their first major victory today with 


the announcement by the St. Louis 
Relief Administration that it would 
re-examine the needs of those fam- 
ilies at the rate of 500 a day, and 
would extend temporary emergency 
assistance to those found to be in 
need. 

The first 500 reported today. at 
the application office of the St. 
Louis Relief Administration, 
Twenty-first and Olive _ streets, 
which was vacated last night by 
22 men and women, white and 
Negro, who had occupied it for 34 
hours in the third recent protest 
demonstration sponsored by the 
American Workers’ Union. : 

Applicants Take Oath. 

The applicants had with them 
four-page questionnaires on which 
they had given detailed information 
about their circumstances and 
needs. Notaries public were sta- 
tioned at the relief office to admin- 
ister the oaths by which each ap- 
plicant was required to swear that 
the information given was truthful 
and complete. About 250 had gath- 
ered on the sidewalk when doors of 
the office were opened at 8:30 a. m. 
Others continued to arrive. 

To finance this emergency assist- 
ance to the 6300 families — 23,000 
persons—dropped from the rolls 
last month for lack of. funds, the 
St. Louis Relief Committee will 
draw on its revolving fund of $100,- 
000, anticipating passage of the 
$75,000 supplementary relief appro- 
'priation bill now before the Board 
of Aldermen and the passage of 
Marger relief appropriationg by the 
board for future months. 
Alderman Joseph B. Schweppe, 


Committee, told reporters today 
that his committee probably would 
make a favorable report on the ap- 
propriation at tomorrow's board 
meeting, with the expectation of 
having the bill passed at once un- 
der suspension of the rules.

HOTEL MANAGER 
TOOK STOCK LOSS 


Charles Heiss Testifies 
Sales Were for Purpose 
of Reducing His Income 
Levy. 


The question whether a $355,000 
payment made by the St. Louis 
Frog & Switch Co. to stockholders 
in 1933 was a regular dividend, or, 
as the company’s officers contend, 
a liquidation dividend, was placed 
before the United States Board of 
Tax Appeals today. The Govern- 
ment is seeking to collect $38,264 in 
income taxes from two living stock- 


holders and five estates, recipients 
of large parts of the payment. They 
have appealed from the assessment, 
pleading that the payment was a 
liquidation dividend, and not tax- 
able. 

One of the stockholders, Robert 
Einstein, formerly vice-president of 
the frog and switch company, now 
president of the Frog & Switch 
Liquidating Co., testified today be- 
fore former Congressman William 
W. Arnold, member of the board, 
who is holding hearings in Court- 
room 3, Federal Building. 


Rise and Fall of Firm. 


Einstein testified that the frog 
and switch company, which had its 
manufacturing plant in Wellston, 
was organized in 1906 with $200,- 
000 capital stock, one-half paid up, 
and made large profits in its early 
years, because of the prosperity of 
tthe railroads, for which it manu- 
factured equipment. He said divi- 
dends were paid regularly from 
1923 until the company went out 
of business June 1, 1933, though 
losses began in 1930. He said the 
decline of the business was due 
both to the decline of railroad rev- 
enue, and the fact that frog and 
switch equipment made in the '30s 
was much more durable than that 
made in previous years, such equip- 
ment lasting five or six years in- 
stead of a year or two. 

He said the payment made in 
1933 was a liquidating dividend, and 
was paid at the rate of $70 a share 
to 40 per cent of the stockholders. 
At that time, 19,800 shares of the 
company’s stock were outstanding. 
He said the company paid out $355,- 
000 in the liquidation dividend, and 
had $376,000 left in its surplus. Cur- 
rent assets at the time when the 
company went out of business were 
$1,155,000, he said. He said the com- 
pany had sold all its assets but its 
real estate, and that a deal for 
its sale was pending. It made two 
later payments to stockholders, one 
of $32 and one of $8 a share. 

Sales to Cut Income Tax. 

Charles Heiss, manager of the 
Mayfai rand Lennox Hotels, testi- 
fied this afternoon in his appdél 
from definciency income tax assess- 
ments of $1597 for 1932, and $1634 
for 1933, a total of $3231. 

Heiss, in those years, sold, at $1 
a share, blocks of 100 shares of 
stock of the Mayfair Investment 
Co., which built the hotels. The 
Government seeks to show that the 
transactions were “wash sales,’ and 
did not entitle Heiss to deduct 
losses, as he seeks to do, from his 
returns for those years. 

Heiss, when asked his purpose in 
making the sales of stock, said the 
purpose was to “take a loss on the 
income tax,” and that he had no 
other purpose. He declared, how- 
ever, that the sales were bona fide, 
the first being made to Theodore 
Wigge, an officer of the hotel com- 
pany, and the second to John J. 
Wagner, an employe of the hotel, 
and father-in-law of Heiss. The 
stock sold to Wigge was pledged on 
a loan at the Mercantile-Commerce 
Bank and Trust. Co. at the time, he 
said, but the sale was made after 
discussing this fact with an official 
of the bank. 

Heiss said he bought 1000 shares 
of the hotel company’s preferrtd 
‘stock originally, paying $100 a 
share, and received a 40 per cent 
bonus of common stock.

Hindenburg Reaches Frank- 
furt 49 Hours After Leav- 
ing Lakehurst — Graf's 
Best Time 54 Hours. . 


ECKENER AGAIN 
IN BACKGROUND 


Given Silver Cup Along 


With Capt. Lehmann, 
but Nazi Press Does Not 
Mention His Name.

FRANKFURT-AM-MAIN, Ger- 


many, May 14.—Surpassing all rec- 
ords for both eastward and west- 
ward commercial crossings of the 
North Atlantic by airship, the Zep- 


pelin Hindenburg touched ground 
at 5:45 a. m. today at the end of its 
first round-trip flight to America. 

The official flying time from 
Lakehurst, N. J., was 49 hours and 
3 minutes, during which the Zep- 
pelin covered 4168.75 miles, carry- 
ing 48 passengers, mail and freight. 
Its landing mechanism functioning 
perfectly, the Hindenburg was in its 
hangar by .6:10 a. m. 

The return flight bettered the 
previous record of 54 hours for a 
lighter-than-air craft voyage from 
America to Germany, set by the 
Graf Zeppelin in August, 1929. The 
previous westbound record of 81 
hours 17 minutes, set by the Los 
Angeles, was broken by the Hinden- 
burg with its crossing in 61 hours 
53 minutes from Friedrichshafen 
last week. The French liner Nor- 
mandie holds the ship record of 
4 days 11 hours 42 minutes. 


Crowd at Airdrome. 


Despite the early hour of arrival, 
a great crowd had gathered at the 
airdrome and a band played as the 
Hindenburg landed. The same ex- 
citement that attended its arrival 


in Lakehurst welcomed its return 


to its new base. 

The Hindenburg, which left Lake- 
hurst Monday night, followed ap- 
proximately the same course it took 
over the northern steamship route 
on its westward flight. 

After two days over the Atlantic, 
it crossed England 30 miles north 
of London last night, swung over 
the Netherlands and passed along 
the west border of Germany to 
Frankfort. 

Landing crews, headed by Baron 
von Buttlar, chief of the airdrome, 
stood by throughout the night. The 
airship arrived over its base at 
4:55 a. m. and circled about before 
landing 50 minutes later. 

Municipal officials held a recep- 
tion at City Hall in honor of Dr. 
Hugo Eckener, president of the 
Zeppelin Co., and Capt. Ernest Leh- 
mann, commander of the Hinden- 
burg, while crowds gathered to view 
the Zeppelin before its departure 
Saturday on its second flight to the 
United States. 


Eckener Still in Disfavor. 


Dr. Eckener and Capt. Lehmann 
were given silver cups from State 
Gov. Jacob Sprenger, but Eckener 
again was shoved into the back- 
ground, figuratively speaking. 

The Nazi Governor, in the pres- 
ence of other state functionaries, 
turned to Lehmann and welcomed 
him as the commander of the Hin- 
denburg. The Captain, speaking in 
the name of the crew, replied to the 
greetings. 

Despite previous reports from 
Zeppelin headquarters that all 
would be well when the veteran 
Eckener returned, his name was 
omitted from the report of the of- 
ficial German News Agency and 
newspapers whieh printed an inter- 
view with Lehmann. 

The omission was interpreted as 
a clear indication that he was still 
out of favor after his recent dif- 
ferences with the Propaganda Min- 
istry. 

The official New Agency pub- 
lished a report of the addresses by 
Gov. Sprenger and Capt. Lehmann, 
but said only that silver cups were 
given to “gentlemen of the Zeppelin 
management,” in commemoration 
of inauguration of air and passen- 
ger service to the United States. 

The Hindenburg’s hangar was be- 
sieged by thousands of persons seek- 
‘ing to view the Zeppelin, which was 
the main attraction for visitors who 
had come here for an agricultural 
exposition.

All of 14@ Passengers Aboard 
‘North Sea, Take to Boats, 
Radio: “Message: Says.

BREMERTON, Wash., May 14.— 
The naval radio: station picked up 
a message shortly before noon to- 
day from the passenger steamship 
North Sea, off the coast of South- 
east Alaska, stating “we're sink- 
ing.”

Earlier today the ship was report- 
ed to have been refloated and re- 
sumed its voyage to.

Coast Guard division headquar- 
ters in Seattle reported the cutter 
Alert, from Ketchikan, began pick- 
ing up the passengers of the North

passengers had taken to lifeboats, 
the Alert reported. There were 180 
persons on the ship, including the 
crew. 

A skeleton crew was left aboard 
the steamship. The Alert said the 
North Sea was taking water rapid- 
ly and probably would be beached, 
if possible, behind Mexican Point, 
nearby.

Deposed Official’s Private 

' Army Makes No Move— 
He Cancels Air Trip to 
Rome but Will Go There 
by Train.

VIENNA, May 14. — Chancellor 
Kurt Schuschnigg was definitely in 
supreme command of Austria today 
after the ouster from the Cabinet 
last night*of his co-dictator, Prince 
Ernst von. Starhemberg, and other 
Heimwehr elements. 

Austria was quiet but apprehen- 


sive of Von Starhemberg’s next 
move. Only a fortnight ago he de- 
clared publicly the Heimwehr would 
be dissolved or deprived of influ- 
ence “only over my dead body.” 
The Heimwehr (or Home Guard) 
is Von Starhemberg’s private army. 
At one time it numbered 150,000. 
Von Starhemberg is said to have 
lost much of his once great wealth 
in maintaining the Heimwehr and 
lately it has been short of money, 
some of its officers saying they had.

McALESTER, Ok., May 14.—Five 
convicts, who fled trom McAlester 
Prison with two wounded guards, 
abducted Wilburn Doaks, 20 years 
old, a farmer, living near Pitts- 
burgh, early today after forcing 
him to accompany them to the 
home of a Mrs. Green, whom they 
compelled to prepare breakfast for 
them, Under-Sheriff W. O. Merrill 
reported. 

The five, Merrill said, were those 
who killed Charles D. Powell, peni- 


tentiary brickyard foreman, and es- 
caped in a guard’s automobile dur- 
ing a break from the prison yes- 
terday, in which 24 convicts took 
part. Three others are at large. 

Ten convicts were wounded. Six 
others were recaptured after the 
break, 

Merrill said the news of the ab- 
duction of the farmer was brought 
to McAlester by Mike Isabel, a 
merchant at Pittsburg, who had 
talked to Mrs. Doaks. 

A stolen car in which at least 
three of the convicts fled was found 
wrecked late today nine miles north 
of Antlers. 

Two Convicts Caught Near Antlers. 

Fifteen prison guards searched 
the hills near Antlers for two of 
the convicts reported seen theré at 
2:30 a. m., Warden Roy Kenny said. 
Another force of prison guards and 
officers searched the brush around 
Stewart for one or more fugitives 
reported seen there. 

Prison Secretary Fred Daugherty 
said the five convicts with Doaks 
and the two guards as hostages 
seized another car and split into 
two parties east of Blanco, Ok., 20 
miles southwest of McAlester. He 
said that the two cars had been 
seen with only one hostage, be- 
lieved to be Doaks. The two car- 
loads of fleeing convicts were head- 
ing toward the Arkansas border, 
Daugherty said reports indicated. 

From one of the recaptured pris- 
oners, retaken after the knife- 
flashing break from the prison 
brickyard, the Warden learned 
that one of the two hostage guards, 
Tuck Cope, was wounded. The oth- 
er captive guard was Victor Conn. 


Captured Convict Questioned. 


The Warden questioned Jerry 
Stringfellow, 27 years old, serving 
25 years for robbery. 

“I heard Cope say he was shot,” 
the Warden quoted Stringfellow as 
saying, “and he asked them to

Powell was shot through the 
head and thrown out of the automo- 
bile as the convicts fied.

Guards Seized When at Lunch.

Official Explanation. 

“Prince Von Starhemberg is re- 
tired from the Government be- 
cause of differences of opinion with 
Chancellor Schuschnigg,” an official 
statement said. 

“The administration assumed the 


task of concentrating all Fatherland 
sources of power. This concentra- 
tion demands complete unification 
of political leadership and clarifica- 
tion of relations of the Fatherland 
front with the State leadership. 

“On these grounds, Chancellor 
Schuschnigg took over the leader- 
ship of the Fatherland Front.” 

The Fatherland Front, which the- 
oretically includes all factions loy- 
al to the administration, came thus 
under the control of Schuschnigg, 
as it had been under Chancellor 
Engelbert Dollfuss, prior to his 
assassination. 

Rumors of the Cabinet change, 
circulating for the last two months, 
had been heightened after demon- 
strations Sunday during which a 
parade of 20,000 members of the 
Freiheit-Bund, a private army with 
a strong anti-Semitic policy, was 
hooted by spectators, including 
many members of the Heimwenhr. 
Chancellor Schuschnigg marched 
with the Freiheit-Bund, composed 
largely of Catholics and workers. 

Schuschnigg and Von Starhem- 
berg quarreled during an interview 
yesterday, it was learned, after 
Heimwehr posters were removed 
from Vienna buildings. 


Phoenix Insurance Scandal. 
Another important factor in the 
Cabinet reconstruction was popular 
resentment after the Phoenix in- 
surance company scandal, reports 


having circulated that Von Star- 
hemberg’s Heimwehr gained 40,- 
000,000 schillings (about $7,500,000) 
in the company’s collapse. 

An unconfirmed report said Von 
Starhemberg might be made presi- 
dent of the Federal Railways, an- 
other said he would reorganize the 
Heimwebhr as an opposition element. 

An impression arose that elimina- 
tion of Von Starhemberg from the 
Government increased the chance 
of restoration of a Hapsburg mon- 
archy. Legitimists have complained 
frequently of opposition by Von 
Starhemberg and have believed 
Schuschnigg to be more friendly 
to their cause. 

Speculation was raised anew by 
the abrupt Cabinet shakeup over 
Austria's relations with the Little 
Entente (Czechoslovakia, Yugos)a- 
via and Rumania), and possible 
straining of international relations 
in that direction.

cause him to be sent out of this

be punished by imprisonment in the 
State prison not exceeding 10 
years.”

Massachusetts Governor Says Op- 
ponents of Plan Would Disre- 
gard Constitution.

Promoters who reorganized the 
Lewis and Clark bridges at Alton, 
erected in 1928, seemingly are about 
to reap their profit and buyers of 


bonds based on the enterprise are 
about to cash in, under the plan 
announced Tuesday for sale of the 
two bridges and seven miles of at- 
tached concrete highway to St. 
Charles County. ; 

Under the plan, revenue bonds to 
be issued by St. Charles County to 
pay for the structures would in- 
clude a blocs of $340,000 for dis- 
tribution to che holders of the 2500 
shares of common stock of the 
Lewis and Clark Bridge Co., on 
which no dividends have ever been 
paid. 

This stock was issued to a syndi- 
cate which in 1933 advanced ap- 
proximately $100,000 for expenses 
of reorganization of the bridge 
company, following a receivership. 
The old common stock, of which 
50,000 shares had been issued as 
bonuses and for services to origi- 
nal promoters, was wiped out in the 
reorganization. As no cash was 
paid for the old stock, the present 
plan seemingly provides a net pro- 
motional gain of $240,000 (repre- 
sented by $340,000 of county bonds. 
less $100,000 reorganization ex- 
penses), assuming that the bonds. 
which are to yield 4 per cent cumu- 
lative interest, are ultimately paid 
off or sold at par. 

Paying Mortgage Bonds. 
The plan would provide also for 
payment in cash at par of $2,100,000 
of mortgage bonds of the bridge 
company which would be outstand- 
ing after the contemplated retire- 


ment of $132,500 of the bonds from 


sinking fund. The outstanding 
bonds were issued, dollar for dollar, 
in the reorganization to holders of 
old securities. 

To carry out the purchase, con- 
templating ultimately the elimina- 
tion of tolls on the bridges, the 
County Court of St. Charles Coun- 
ty would be expected to issue $2,- 
757,000 of revenue bonds, an 
amount exceeding by $240,000 the 
original cost of the bridges and 
road, which was $2,517,000 when 
completed in 1928. As these bonds 
would be secured only by pledge 
of the property and income from 
it, and not by lien on general tax 
revenues, they could be issued— 
under a statute passed in 1933—by 
the County Court without an elec- 
tion, 

The County Court has not yet 
indicated whether it will enter into 
the deal, but the State Highway 
Commission has approved a con- 
tract, whereby, it would purchase 
from the county the seven miles 


or $25,000 a mile. Part of the road 
connects the two bridges and part 
is at their southern approach. The 
Lewis bridge is over the Missouri 
River above its confluence with 
the Mississippi, and the Clark 
bridge is over the Mississippi at 
Alton, 


of highway at a price of $175,006, 


To build the ‘two bridges and 
road, the promoters sold $1,750,- 
000 of first mortgage bonds and 
$700,000 of debenture bonds, both 
bearing 7 per cent interest. Pro- 
ceeds of these securities, plus in- 
terest on bank deposits, provided 
the $2,517,000 original cost, which 
included financing commissions 
and interest during construction, 
but no promotion fees. 

The first mortgage bonds were 
sold to investors by three St. Louis 
investment brokers, and these 
firms received 28,690 of the 50,000 
shares of common stock. About 
half of the debentures were sold 
to 600 individuals and firms in Al- 
ton, with a bonus of two shares of 
stock with each $100 debenture. 
The bonus was only one share of 
stock in the sale of the remainder 
of the debentures. 


Bonus Stock. 

The amount of this bonus stock 
was 10,500 shares. Others who re- 
ceived some of the common stock 
were: Brokers selling debentures, 
3500 shares; A. L. McCawley, former 
State Senator, ohe of the promot- 
ers, 5000; John D. McAdams, Alton 
newspaper man, one of the promot- 
ers, 1000; construction engineers, 
1000; another promoter, 300; direc- 
tors, 10, 

All of this common stock was 
wiped out in the reorganization of 
1933. McCawley, who explained the 
proposal to sell the bridges to St. 
Charles County, is a member of the 
present syndicate holding the 2500 
shares of new common stock, and is 
counsel for the bridge company. 

Of the present bonds outstanding, 
$651,900 are second mortgage se- 
curities bearing 4 per cent interest, 
if earned, and the remainder are 
first mortgage bonds, with interest 
at 3% per cent plus 1%, if earned, 
for the first three years. McCaw- 
ley said the full 5 per cent had been 
paid thus far. 

Tolls $281,000 Last Year. 

Gross revenue of the bridges 
from tolls was $281,000 last year, 
McCawley said. The sale plan pro- 
vides that the county should use 
$177,000 annually for interest and 
stipulated retirements of principal, 
and that the remainder of earnings, 
after payment of operating ex- 
penses, should be used for principal 
payments. Proponents of the plan 
have estimated that on the basis of 
present traffic the bonds could be 
retired in about 12 years and the 
bridges freed of tolls. 

The proposed county bond issue 
of $2,757,000 would be divided, $2,- 
332,000 in series A and $425,000 in 
series B. All of series A, bearing 
interest at 3% per cent, would be 
sold to the public to provide funds 
for paying off the present out- 
standing bonds, and $85,000 of series 
B would be distributed ratably to 
present first mortgage bondholders. 
The remainder of series B, bearing 
4 per cent cumulative interest, 
would be distributed to the holders 
of the now outstanding 2500 shares 
of commor stock.

Although asserting that liquor is 
the chief factor, statistics quoted by 
the report were that 3.1 per cent of 
all drivers in accidents were 
charged with being under the in- 
fluence of liquor, and 6.8 per cent 
of drivers in fatal accidents; while 
4.9 per cent of pedestrians in acci- 
dents had been drinking, and 9.4 
per cent in fatal accidents. 

Citing statistics showing that the 
number of inmates of penitentiaries 
and reformatories rose from 70,000 
in 1910 to 158,000 in 1934, the report 
declared, “It is safe to say that 
whatever other factors may have 
contributed to the general results, 
the repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment and the flooding of the coun- 
try with legalized liquor has con- 
tributed in no small measure to the 
figures.” 

Blot of Lynch Law. 

Pointing out that while the 
Southern states have a larger per- 
centage eof church members than 
any other section, “these facts all 
the more put us to shame when 
we find mob violence holds larger 
sway in our midst than in any 
other section,” the report asserted. 
“We shall not have done our duty 
either as citizens er Christians un- 
til we use every ounce of energy 
at our command to remove the blot 
of lynch law from our midst.” It 
called attention to a report that of 
53 instances where law officers pre- 
vented lynchings last year, 43 were 
in Southern states. 

As to prospects for internationa! 
peace, the commission was filled 
“with the deepest concern and ap- 
prehensions.” “It now seems very 
doubtful whether present pending 
questions can find solution with- 
out another general world catas- 
trophe,” it said. 

“Tf all sense of bonor and right 
among men is to be destroyed or 
blunted there can be little founda- 
tion upon which we can _ build 
hopes for a peaceful and orderly 
world. In the midst of such chaos 
the one crying need is the gospel 
of Jesus Christ.” ; 

Expressing alarm over increas- 
ing armaments, the commission de- 
clared, “Preparation for war, 
whether in the name of defense or 
of aggression and conquest always 
has led to war and will lead to 
war.” It. exhorted Christians to 
work for peace. 

Against Taking Public Funds. 

The commission noted with sat- 
isfaction that in the last year 
some Baptist institutions have 
changed their policy and no long- 
er accept aid from public funds, 
either in direct appropriations or 
government aid to students. 

“If a Baptist school or institu- 
tion can live and prosper only by 
governmental aid, direct or indi- 
rect, it ceases to be a Baptist in- 
stitution and becomes an agency 
of government, necessarily sub- 
ject to governmental authority,” 
the report said. “Religion must be 
kept free in the United States.” 

The Rev. Dr. John R. Sampey of 
Louisville, president of the conven- 
tion, declared in his address that 
“One able and consecrated mission- 
ary is worth more for the preserva- 
tion of peace between Japan and 
the United States than the most 
formidable dreadnought.” 

“Love is far more powerful than 
force,” he said. “We can equip 
and send out a missionary family 
for $2000, whereas the initial cost 
of a super-dreadnought is $50,000,- 
000. Cost of maintaining a battle- 
ship would supply all the neces- 
sities of several hundred mission- 
aries. When the battleship becomes 
obsolete and ready to be sunk at 
target practice, more than half of 
the missionaries would still be 
highly efficient messengers of good 
will.

Woman Testifies Alleged

PAID $10 A WEEK

Widow Relates She Was 
Booked by One of De- 
fendants for 10 Pct. of 
Her Earnings.

NEW YORK, May 14.—A 25-year- 
old woman who operated a house 
in West Seventh-seventh § street, 
swore today at the trial of Charles 
(Lucky) Luciano and nine other 
men that she paid $10 a week 
“bond” money for each girl she em- 
ployed, to alleged representatives of 
Luciano. 

The witness identified herself as 


Mrs. Dorothy Arnold, also known 


as Dorts Sherman, a native of Vir- 
ginia, who came to New York in 
1934. Her husband, she said, was 
a lingerie salesman who quit work 
when she “entered business” last 
year. , 

Luciano and the others are 
charged with compulsory prostitu- 
tion. 

Mrs. Arnold, under questioning 
by Thomas E. Dewey, special prose- 
cutor, and an assistant, Barent Ten 
Eyck, said she first obtained young 
women to work for her through 
Nick Montana, now serving a Sing 
Sing prison term for compulsory 
prostitution, and later through 
Peter Ballitzer, one of three de- 
fendants who pleaded guilty at the 
start of this trial. 

Some time later, she testified, two 
men she knew as “Chappie” and 
“Teddy” came to her house and be- 
gan collecting $10 a week. Dewey 
charges these men were employed 
by the syndicate he alleges was 
headed by Luciano. 

She admitted, in answer to a 
question by Dewey, she had never 
seen Luciano. She said she kept 
a record of the _ girls’ earnings, 
which ranged from $20 to $30 a 
night. 

Dewey said yesterday Luciano 
and his lieutenants operated 200 
houses, 

Mary Thomas of Elizabeth, N. J., 
said she was 27, a widow and the 
mother of two children. Her hus- 
band died three and a half years 
ago, she said, and she came to New 
York in 1935, failed to get work, 
and began walking the streets, earn- 
ing as much as from $100 to $125 
weekly. 

She was booked, she said, in her 
first house by Ballitzer, and swore 
her commissions were collected by 
aman she called “Jo-Jo.” 

The commissions were 10 per 
cent of hef earnings, she said. In 
addition to this, she had to pay $10 
a week “bond” money. 

Betty Winters, 32, Russian-born 
operator of a house in uptown Man- 
hattan, testified that from 1929 to 
1934 she had her own house, but in 
that year she met Louie Wiener, 
who offered to book girls for her. 
She accepted his offer, paid him 
$500 in. “bond” money for the first 
two girls, and thereafter paid $10 
a week for each girl. Wiener is 
now serving a term in Sing Sing. 
According to Dewey, Wiener’s af- 
fairs were taken over by his son, 
Al Wiener, one of the three defend- 
ants who pleaded guilty Monday. 


MAN SWINDLED OF $500

Three Suspects Arrested; Shots

in life, asserted Drs. Otto S. Krebs, 
J. L. Wulff and Helman C. Wasser- 


mann of St. Louis in a paper pre- 
sented today before the American 
Medica] Association. 

“It is the duty of the* obstetri- 

cian today, aside from carrying the 
mother and infant safely through 
pregnancy and childbirth, to employ 
one of the several effective meth- 
ods at hand to alleviate, as far as 
possible, the pains of child-bearing,” 
the paper stated. 
“Our modern civilization has ren- 
dered many women unable to en- 
dure fhe pain and physical and 
nervous exhaustion incident to 
bringing forth children. That the 
pains of the first labor remain in- 
delibly fixed in the minds of many 
mothers is undisputed, and is per- 
haps Jargely responsible for many 
one-child marriages and is evi- 
denced by the fact that many pa- 
tients demand relief in subsequent 
cases.”

RADIUM-DISCHARGING TUBE 
USED IN SURGICAL TREATMENT 


Doctors Protected by Pneumatic 
Device, Which Releases Rays 
From a Bobbin. 

By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, May 14.—A tube that 
discharges radium rays in treat- 
ment of surgical cases is described 
in the Journal of the American 
Medical Association. The London 
correspondent of the Journal re- 
ports the apparatus was developed 
in England to protect doctors from 
the deadly radiation. ~ 

It operates, he said, as do_ the 
pneumatic ‘tubes which carry cash 
in department. stores, except .that 
the radium hose can be moved 
about. The radium is kept in a 
bobbin with rounded ends, like the 
bobbins in the store. When not in 
use, the bobbin is kept outside the 
operating room, in a safe protected 
with tead, which acts as a shield. 

One end of the tube is attached 
to the safe, and the other leads to 
the operating room. At the free 
end of the tube is a lead cylinder 
with a cone-shaped cap for con- 
venience of application. 

When the surgeon is ready to use 
the radium, the air pressure is 
turned on and the bobbin is sucked 
out of the safe. its arrival at the 


the lighting of a small electric bulb. 
When the treatment is ended, the 
air pressure valve is reversed and 


| the bobbin shoots back into the 


safe. 

The correspondent said the ap- 
paratus was first described at the 
British Institute of Radiology® by 
H. S. Souttar.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 14.— 
Twenty out of 70 student nurses 
on duty at St. Louis Children’s 
Hospital contracted diphtheria dur- 
ing the three years before 1918. 
That year all began receiving im- 
munity and since then only two 
cases of diphtheria have occurred 
among almost 1000 nurses. 

These figures were cited by Dr. 
Jean V. Cooke of the Washington 
University School of Medicine in a 
paper read today before the Amer- 
ican Medical Association on active 
artificial immunization in diph- 
theria. 

In the group of 1000 student 
nurses, 63 per cent had been found 
to be susceptible to diphtheria by 
the Schick test, he pointed out. 
They were tmmunized by toxin-anti- 
toxin, toxoid and alum toxoid. Of 
the methods tried the most effec- 
tive were: two injections of alum 
toxoid with an interval of several 
months between, or three injec- 
tions of plain toxoid with intervals 
of several weeks between the doses. 

As a result of immunization, the 
clinical incidence of diphtheria 
among the nurses was reduced from 
28.6 per cent to .2 per cent. Ina 
group of 102 nurses; ifmmunized by 
toxin-antitoxin and retested six to 
16 years later, more than 95 per 
cent were still immune.

SIXTH and LOCUST 
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Lip Reading as Aid to Child With 
Impaired Hearing. 

After two or three years of in- 
struction in lip reading, hard of 
hearing children in the Webster 
Groves public schools showed 
marked improvement in grades, ed- 
Ucational age and intelligence quoti- 
ent, reported Dr. Aphrodite J. Hof- 
sommer, 639 Lee avenue, Webster 
Groves, in a paper at today’s ses- 
sion of the American Medical As- 
sociation. 

The deafened child usually has 
an inferiority complex and is timid 
or sullen, she continued. Although 
deafness is not always detected in 
the young child, it is on the in- 
crease in the United States, she add- 
ed. 

In the classroom the child with 
impaired hearing often is hard to 
teach and may have a low intelli- 
gence quotient owing to lack of 
hearing experience rather than to 
low mentality, Dr. Hofsommer 
pointed out. Children in the Web- 
ster Groves public schools are test- 
ed with an audiometer and their 
ears examined by the school phy- 
sician. Pathological conditions are 
referred to physicians. Lip-reading 
instruction in the schools is given 
through co-operation with the Cen- 
tral Institute for the Deaf. 


Results of Treatment of Patients 
With Fractured Hips. 

Results of the treatment of 46 pa- 
tients with fractured hips at the St. 
Louis City Hospital were described 
in a paper written by Dr. Avery P. 
Rowlette, medical supervisor of the 
hospital, and by Drs. J. R. Haslem, 
R. B. Siegert, H. D. Morris and J. 
Albert Key. 

The method used in fractures 
through the neck of the femur was 
that of fixing the fragments by 
subcutaneous pinning of the frac- 
tures with stainless steel pins. Of 
the 46 .patients treated by that 
method during the last 16 months, 
there were 30 in whom more than 
six months had elapsed since the 
pins were inserted and of these 29 
were traced. Thirteen patients, or 
45 per cent of the first 29 cases, 
now have what appears to be firm 
body union, it was stated. 

“Our mortality by the two-pin 
method is considerably less than it 
was in those patients who were 
treated by traction or by immobili- 
zation in-the large abduction plas- 
ter cast,” the paper said. 


Holding of Breath as Test of Re- 
covery From Goiter. 

New ways of evaluating the con- 
ditions of persons with goiter were 
described in the surgical section of 
the association today by Dr. Wil- 
lard Bartlett Jr. of St. Louis. He 
found that holding the breath was 
a g0od test of recovery, as the abiil- 
ity to hold the breath, both after 
inhaling and exhaling, improved 
greatly as the patient grew better. 

Then Dr. Bartlett had his pa- 
tients hop and measured their 
pulse and pulse pressure in an ef- 
fort to find out which were actual- 
ly suffering from disorders of the 
thyroid and which had neuroses 
stimulating them.

ROME, May 14—The “Parini,” 
3000 volunteers from the United 
States and from South America’s 
Italian colonies, got their baptism 
of fire with Gen. Rodolfo Graziani, 
in the Ogaden campaign. They 
fought the warriors of Ras Nasibu, 
to push at last to Jijiga, to Harar, 
and to meet their comrades of the | 
Northern army on the Addis Ababa- 
Djibouti railroad. 

Their discipline, coolness and 
courage was cited in both official 
and press dispatches from the 
southern front. 

“Parini” is the nearest thing to a 
Foreign Legion in Italy’s East Afri- 
can forces. It forms part of a 
whole division called the “Tevere,” 
recruited from volunteer students, 
war veterans and Italians abroad. 
The overseas fighters were formed 
into a regiment under the command 
of Col. Guido Parini, Parini’s le- 
gion pushed up front in American- 
donated trucks and armored cars, 


bearing much gift equipment from 
the United States. 
Sharp Fighting at Hamaniei. 

The Americans saw action in a 
day and night of fierce fighting be- 
fore Hamanlei fell into Italian 
hands on April 27. They had the 
job of taking two great ridges 
about eight miles apart, in the cen- 
ter of the Hamanlei battle. On the, 
first ridge they found a few desert- | 
ed pill box forts, some officers’ 
gloves, a stray machine gun or two) 
and a. much appreciated carton of 
British cigarettes. 

They pushed across the interven- 
ing valley and swept up the next 
ridge just in time to glimpse the 
retreating figures of the enemy. 
Then began the sharp fight—final- 
ly decided by Dubats and Libyans 
at the point of the bayonet. 

Lost Only Nine Men. 

Parini’s men swept forward time 
and time. again to the firing line in 
armored cars, to attack Nasibu’s 
cleverly covered machine gunners. 

By dawn of the second day of 
the battle, the entrenched Ethio- 
pians gave way before a bayonet 
charge of the Dubats. 

The legionnaires lost only nine 
men kflled. 

Military sources disclosed the 
‘Parini” to be among the five black- 
shirt volunteer divisions for which 
demobilization orders were being 
perpared. The legion now is sta- | 
tioned at Diredawa, on the railroad, 
where its commander has been 
named civil commissioner in charge 
of organizing communications, rail- 
way traffic and schools. 

When they are demobilized, the 
legionnaires will have their choice 
of staying in Ethiopia as colonists 
or going home.

He named the horse 
for his son, Foxhall Keene, who 
won the English Oaks one year 
with a famous filly, Cap and Bells 
15 & — 

One of the noted American 
horses totry for the Gold Cup was 
Reigh Count, John G. Hertz’ fa- 
mous Derby winner. Reigh Count 
won the Coronation Cup but the 
Ascot was too much for him and 
he finished second to Invershin. 


An American jockey—in fact 
almost a St. Louis boy, for he 
got his real start as a success- 
ful rider right here at local 
tracks—none other than the illus- 
trious J. Todhunter Sloan, won 
the Ascot Cup. He had the mount 
on Merman, which was owned by 
the famous actress, the “Jersey 
Lily,” Mme. Lily Langtry. Mer- 
man was Australian-bred. 

Few American-bred horses have 
had success. The most complete 
failure of recent years was regis- 
tered by Mike Hall, who couldn't 
get the judge’s nod in any of his 
efforts abroad.

You can teach a non- 
puncher how to punch, if you can 
get him to place his feet right. Bal- 
ance, and precision, and all the rest, 
begin with the feet. 

“Blackburn had perfect foot ac- 
tion when he was fighting. He 
rarely made a wrong movement 
with his feet, and he has taught 
Louis his own style, probably _in- 
creasing Joe's natural punching 
power 70 per cent. Jack was lucky 
in finding a pupil who could grasp 
his lessons so nicely. A lot of 
them never learn, though you school 
them for years. Joe Gans knew 
more about placing his feet than 
any man I ever saw in the ring. 
Every movement of his feet was 
carefully calculated, and _ that’s 
why he was probably the greatest 
boxer that ever lived.” 

Lenny, like Blackburn, never 
attempts to materially alter a pu- 
pil’s natural manner of what you 
might call foot stance. That is to 
say, if the boy is naturally flat- 
footed, these crafty teachers do 
not try to make him box on his 
toes. If he is inclined to move on 
his toes, or rather on the balls of 
his feet, they do not tell him to 
stand flat-footed. 

Good Fiat-Footed Fighters. 

Louis is unusual in that he has 
both styles. Sometimes he is flat-

Di Maggio Had No Dreams 
Of Playing in Big Leagues 


When He Began His Career

the reign of Babe Ruth have been labeled as successors to the King of 


Such publicity probably has done them more harm than good 
' but there is a youngster with the club this season—Joe Di Maggio— 


who has not escaped the fanfare of ballyhoo along the same line but 
he, at least he says so, has not been bothered by the thought of playing 
the same position formerly held by Ruth. 


This young San Franciscan of 
Italian parentage has been hailed 
by New York critics as another 
“Ruth,” another “Ty Cobb” and 
what have you, but Joe has simply 
gone along trying to make good in 
the big time without thought of 
succeeding anybody. 

Deserting his pal, Tony Lazzeri, 
for a moment, Joe sat in his hotel 
today and talked of himself, his 
home and of'baseball. 

Born in Frisco just a little more 
than 21 years ago, Joe went through 
three years in high school, playing 
ball all the time without any 
thought of a professional® future.

CHICAGO TRACK 
LOSES SUIT T0. 
TEST POWER OF 

COMMISSION 


By the Associated recs. 
CHICAGO, May 14.—The Nation- 


al Jockey Club. operator of Sports- 
man’s Park, Chicago’s half mile 
track, had lost another round to- 
day in its battle to get more than 
18 days of racing this season. 
Superior Judge Joseph B. David 
dismissed the club’s suit against the 


Tllinois Racing Commission yester- 
day, ruling that it had failed to 
prove that the commission was 
guilty of “corrupt practices nd 
fraud” in alloting dates. Sports- 
man’s Park was allotted the dates 
from Oct. 12 to 30, and had asked 
to have the meeting increased to 
27 days. 

The jockey club lost the first 
round several weeks ago when the 
commission refused to reconsider 
its decision on dates for the season. 
Judge David upheld the commis- 
sion in ruling against the dissat- 
isfied group. 

Judge David also took occasion 
to warn track officials to settle 
their disputes without going to 
court, or risk being put out of 
business. 

“Unless race track dissension is 
kept from the courts and the pub- 
lic,” he said, “the Legislature may 
be compelled by reformers to elim- 
inate racing.

WASHINGTON, May 14—A de- 
cline in United States exports to 
South America and a slight gain 
in those to Asia, including Japan, 
was reported by the Commerce 
Department today for March, 1936, 
compared with March, 1935.

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SENATE FINANCE COMMITTEE 
GETS WAR-TIME TAX BILL 


WASHINGTON, May 14—a war- 
time tax bill intended to scale down 
profits during conflict to a point 
even below peace time levels was 
turned over yesterday to the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee by a sub- 
committee. 

' The measure represented some 
modification of drastic levies on 
war profits originally proposed by 
the Senate Munitions Committee. 

The proposed rate _ structure 
would levy income taxes ranging 
to 90 per cent of high incomes. 

Personal income tax exemptions, 
under the measure, would be re- 
duced to $1600 for a married per- 
son and $800 for a single person, 
with a normal tax rate of 10 per 
cent. Exemptions for each depend- 
ent would be $250. 

The surtax on net income would 
range up to 80 per cent on incomes 
over $50,000, while for corporations 
a top rate of 77 per cent would be 
assessed against retained net in- 
come of 23 per cent or more. 

The bill would impose corpora- 
tion taxes on the basis of undis- 
tributed earnings — along lines of 
the pending general tax measure— 
and would lower exemptions from 
personal income taxes. 

The Munitions Committee © bill 
would have taken all individual 
profit above $10,000 and made a 
similar stiff levy, based on percent- 
ages, on corporate income.

James Larkin’s Affidavit. 

An affidavit by James Larkin, 
radical Irish labor leader, which a 
voluminous brief described as mak- 
ing “specific references to certein 
designs on, and methods employed 
in, destroying the Black Tom ter- 
minal,” and implicating a number 
of prominent Germans, formed a 
part of the new evidence, 

In the affidavit Larxin alleged 
that Capt. Boy-Ed, then attached 
to the German Embassy here, ap- 
proached him.

AILLED INFLATION 


Administration Leaders 
Point to 235-to-142 De- 
feat of Farm Refinancing 
Measure in House.

WASH:iNGTON, May 14.—Demo- 
cratic 'saders said today that the 
defeat of the Frazier-Lemke farm 
refinancing bill was a sure sign 
that “there will be no inflation.” 
The bill was. voted down in the 
House yesterday, 235 to 142. — 
Representative Lemke (Rep.), 
North Dakota, who had worked 
five years for passage of the bill 
to print $3,000,000,000 in new money 
to refinance farm mortgages on 
easy terms, said the issue would 
be carried into the political cam- 


paign. 
Lemke reintroduced his bill today 
in the amended form in which it 


was beaten. He said his principal 
reason for this action was to pro- 
vide advocates with a clear copy 
of the currency-expansion legisla- 
tion and to show the people the 
legislation which wag defeated by 
the House leadership. 

When reporters asked him 
whether he expected to make a 
strong political issue of the Dill, 
Lemke said: “Absolutely. It already 
is.” 

Violent Debate. 

After nearly seven hours of the 
most violent debate witnessed on 
the floor this session, 173 Demo- 
crats and 62 Republicans yesterday 
shouted their disapproval of the 
bill. Three Farmer - Laborites, 
seven Progressives, 27 Republi- 
cans and 105 Democrats’ voted 
for it.

in Tent on Siberian 


Peninsula—Two Companions Who Set 
Out for Help Never Heard From. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, May 14.—A tragedy of 
the Soviet Northland was revealed 
today with the discovery on barren 
Chukhotsk Peninsula of the wreck- 
age of an airplane and the body of 
one of its crew of three. The plane 
had been missing nearly five 
months. The man had died of cold 


and starvation. 

With the body, found reclining in 

a tent close to the wrecked plane, 
thers was a diary showing that the 
victim—a mechanic named Bogda- 
cheffsky—had lived 45 days after 
the accident, his strength slowly 
waning while he waited in vain for 
help. 

His two companions, G.. Volobu- 
yeff, chief of the Chukhotsk aerial 
group of the Northen Sea Route 
Department, and Pilot Butorin, set 
out 27 days after the crash to seek 
aid and never were hear from 
again. 

Mattern Crashed Near Spot. 

Chukhotsk Peninsula juts out 
from Northeastern Siberia toward 
Alaska, from which it is separated 
by Bering Strait. It was near there 
that James J. Mattern crashed and 
was lost for 15 days on his attempt- 
ed round-the-world flight in 1933. 

Volobuyeff and his companions 
took off from Cape Vankaren Dec. 
19 for Cross Bay, only 125 - miles 


away. When they did not arrive at 
their destination airplanes and dog 
teams started a search which was 
continued for months, 

Finally, on May 3, a geologist 
named Kremchukoff came across 
the remains of the ill-fated flight. 
He wirelessed the report of his 
discovery today after reaching 
Cross Bay. | 

Ship Crashed in Snowstorm. 

In addition to Bogacheffsky’s 
diary, Kremchukoff found in the 
tent a statement signed by the 
whole crew of the plane, explaining 
that the ship ran into a dense fog 
and snowstorm and crashed when 
the wing hit the summit of a 
mountain. 

None of the three flyers was in- 
jured. They waited on the spot 
nearly a month without being seen 
by the searching planes they knew 
would be sent out for them, and 
without finding any trace of habi- 
tation in the surrounding country. 
Then, on Jan. 15, Volobuyeff and 
Butorin set out on a search for 
aid. They carried a food supply 
which they hoped would last six to 
eight days. 

The region is uninhabited in the 
winter. Nomads sometimes pass 
within 50 miles of the spot, but 
authorities said they believed if the 
two men had been found they would 
have reached civilization by this 
time.

Britis: Send Reinforcements of

to Jerusalem,

JERUSALEM, May 14.—About 
140 Jews were removed today from 
the old city of Jerusalem, the Jew- 
ish Telegraphic Agency reported, as 
a result of the hostile outbreaks by 
Arabs. Elderly persons, women and 
children were taken under guard to 
a synagogue within the old city’s 
walis.. Two Jews were killed in 
the old city yesterday. 

British policemen killed an Arab 
at the Jaffa Gate after he had tried 
to stab another Arab. A Jew was 
wounded by Arabs, 

Jews closed their doors on Jaffa 
street, when Arabs attempted to 
turn the funeral of a colleague who 
had been killed into a demonstra- 
tion. Police diverted the procession, 

Bethlehem set a precedent by re- 
fusing to pay taxes as part of the 
Arab anti-Jewish campaign of civil 
disobedience. 

Shots were fired when Arabs 
tried to invade the Jewish settle- 
ment of Ataroth during the night, 
Fires broke out in Mishmar Kae- 
mek Forest and elsewhere. 

The police guard was doubled in 
the old city. Bus schedules were 
eurtailed and Jewish stores between 
the Postoffice and the Jaffa Gate 
were closed, 

Arms and steel helmets were dis- 
tributed to all British civil officials.

| Bach’s Orga. Music. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
R. STOKOWSKI'S wonderful Bach 
program last Saturday night recalled 
to my mind some pertinent issues con- 
cerning Bach's organ music of which 
music lovers should be aware. 

It is well to recognize that while Sto- 
kowski's really fine transcriptions have 
done the cause of Bach a vast service 
in thig country, certain great disadvan- 
tages inhere in this method of present- 
ing the organ works. For instance, loss 
of clarity and plasticity is unavoidable 
in the effort to heighten the dramatic 
effect by bold use of tonal contrast. 

Last Saturday night, in the “little 
G minor fugue” (which was remarkably 
faithful to the original score), the great 
mistake was made of beginning piano 
in order to heighten the effect of the 
final climax. Such a method is very 
tempting, but absolutely in error, since 
a Bach organ fugue should always (with 
possibly one or two exceptions) be be- 
gun in a fine forte. 

Dr. Stokowski’s work is only a begin- 
ning in the popularization of Bach's or- 
gan music. It will probably take an- 
other generation or so before we in this 
country realize that Bach’s vast concep- 
tions are best realized by the simplest 
means and that the proper place for the 
great organ works is not the concert 
hall but the church. 

The reasons why the organ art of this 
country—particularly the cultivation of 
Bach—is so sadly neglected are mani- 
fold and complex. To begin with, there 
is really no art of fine organ building’ 
to speak of in this country. The movie 
theater has all but ruined the organ. 
Moreover, no pedal pianos are available 
for practice in this country as in Europe. 
Such pianos are absolutely indispensable 
in the training of the organist. Third, 
the true tradition of Bach organ play- 
ing in this country is carried on by a 
handful of isolated artists such as Ar- 
thur Poister, Edward Recklin and a few 
others. Fourth, the difficulty of finding 
an organ for practicing (in the case of 
non-church members) and the long 
hours of practice necessary for mastery 
in a world where few can afford the 
time, discourage the aspiring student. 

As a result, there is a genuine dearth 
of fine Bach players, and the only means 
whereby Bach's incomparable organ mu- 
sic can be introduced to the general pub- 
lic on a large scale is through orches- 
tral transcription. But let no one de- 
ceive himself that such a medium is su- 
perior to a rendition on a really fine or- 
gan (such as few of us have ever heard 
in our lives). Too often, those who in- 
sist upon this fact are labled “purists” 
by people who are acquainted with the 
orchestral Bach, but not with the or- 
gan Bach, except through the medium 
of transcriptions. 

Most people would be amazed if they 
had any conception of the quantity of 
wonderful organ music Bach has left us 
and which in bulk exceeds many times 
over the mere handful of pieces which 
are now familiar orchestral numbers. 
Much of this music, while artistically 
quite on a level with the well-known D 
minor toccata and fugue, is not so well 
suited for transcription, and sooner or 
later the musical public will have to face 
the fact that unless a large scale revival 
of the arts of organ building and organ 
playing occurs in this country, a vast 
storehouse of great music wil] remain 
forever the delight of only a few isolated 
specialists and students. In view of the 
increasing popularity of Bach, this fact 
will undoubtedly become more evident 
in the future. - 

Meanwhile, we have made a good 
ginning. If our St. Louis organists 
would play more Bach, especially those 
works as yet unknown to the public, 
they would be doing their art a great 
service.

THE BUNGLED RELIEF PROBLEM. 

How badly the relief problem in St. Louis has 
been bungled must now be apparent to everyens.| 
Discount as we may the noisy demonstrations of the 
American Workers’ Union, prepared and promoted by 
professional organizers, it nevertheless remains that 
they are articulating the needs of thousands of per- 
sons too miserable or too cowed by life’s vicissitudes 
to speak or act for themselves. Altogether, 23,000 
persons were summarily dropped from the relief rolls 
last month, most of them without any means of sup- 
port whatever. If they are receiving any public help 
at all, it is in the form of canned food supplied 
by the Federal Government. For their other wants, 
including rent, light, clothing and other irreducible 
needs, they have no place to turn. 

For the 29,000 remaining on the relief rolls, the city 
is spending only $147,500 per month, or about $5 


per person, It is ridiculous to suppose that life can be 


supported on so small a sum. At the mass meeting 
in Sheldon Memorial—a meeting, incidentally, im- 
pressive not only in what was said and done but in 


the character of the attendance—Prof. Langsdorf of 


Washington University, who has made it his business 


to obtain first-hand knowledge of relief conditions, 
told of a mother and eight children who were receiv- 


ing only $9.25 every two weeks. In that home, the 
hungry children cry themselves to sleep. 
Undoubtedly, as Chairman Connett of the St. Louis 
Relief Committee says, there are chiselers on the re- 
lief rolls. Undoubtedly, they should be removed. But 


when with hardly any warning 23,000 persons are di- 


vyorced from the rolls en masse, and 29,000 others sud- 
denly find their allowances cut down to a starvation 


level, the innocent are suffering with the guilty. And 


no one who has any familiarity with economic condi- 


tions in the last few years can doubt that the former 
far outnumber the latter. . . 


We say the relief situation has been badly bungled. 


More than a year ago, when Mr. Roosevelt asked Con- 
gress to pass the $4,880,000,000 work-relief bill, he 
served notice on the country that the Federal Gov- 
ernment was going to withdraw from the business 
of direct relief.

It is true the Legislature increased the sales tax to 


1 per cent, but it appropriated from the proceeds only 
$6,000,000 for direct relief, and this sum, given: out 
at the rate of $500,000 per month, was all but ex- 
hausted April 1. The Governor and the Legislature 
were amply forewarned that the money was running 
out, but did nothing about it. The Governor resisted 
numerous pleas to call a special session. 


At that point, the officials charged with the admin- 
istration of city relief lopped a veritable army from 
It was futile to suppose that this 
could be done without serious repercussions. It was 
futile to believe that 23,000 persons who had been 
depending for their livelihood on public funds could 
suddenly, as if by magic, find other means of liveli- 
hood. They have not been able to do so. By and 
large, they are still public charges. They must be 
provided for. 

We do not mean to criticise the city officials too 
severely. St. Louis has a very fair record in its aid 
to the unemployed. The city officials had every 
reason to look to the Governor for additional appro- 
priations. It was never intended by the President, 
when he withdrew the Federal Government from di- 
rect relief, that each community should carry on for 
itself, independently of the state. Other Governors, 
like Horner of Illinois, Earle of Pennsylvania, Leh- 
man of New York, fully realize this. Gov. Park’s 
failure is intensified by the fact that the sales tax, 
passed and paraded as a relief measure, has ceased 
to be one, though it is still being collected. 

So we have the picture of the Federal Government 


quitting direct relief, the State of Missouri follow- 


ing its example and St. Louis left alone to shoulder 
the whole burden. Since human beings cannot and 
are not going to be permitted to starve, the city will 
have to take immediate action. Bills have been in- 
troduced in the Board of Aldermen to this end. It 
is proposed to appropriate $75,000, in addition to the 
$147,500, to see the problem through this month; 
then to increase the’ $147,500 monthly payment to 
$250,000; finajly, to augment present funds with a 
new bond issue. 

Meanwhile, since these are only stop-gap measures, 
it appears to us that Mayor Dickmann should ap- 
point a committee of outstanding citizens and city 
officials to go thoroughly into the whole relief prob- 
lem to work it out from the long-range point of view. 
We are not going to be rid of relief in six months 
or a year. Let us then tackle the problem as a whole 
and avoid these recurring crises with their awful hu- 
man misery and the disorders which accompany 
them. Let us purge the relief rolls of the chiselers 
and take good care of the deserving. In short, let us 
at last be intelligent about the relief problem.

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SANCTIONS BY DEFAULT. 

The League Council, after making a start at dis- 
cussing the Ethiopian problem and seeing the Ital- 
jan delegation walk out indignantly, has postponed 
further action on the matter until June 15. No de- 
cision has been reached on the weighty question of 
sanctions, on which both pros and cons are fiercely 
determined, but the absence of action leaves sanc- 
tions technically in effect. 

This procedure is nothing short of a burlesque on 
the whole sanctions idea. Since the embargo remains 
effective only by default, there is no reason for the 
opposing nations to enforce it. Chief of these is 
France, which took a half-hearted stand through the 
whole sanctions effort and now, curiously enough, 
opposes Italy's annexation of Ethiopia. 

Another important question is on the Council agen- 
da: Germany's remilitarization of the Rhineland. 
Discussion of that is postponed, too, and the reason 
given is that Germany has not had time to answer 
the British questionnaire on its foreign policy. So 
the two gravest issues now endangering world se- 
curity are laid on the table while the Council dis- 
cusses other matters. It is interesting to note the 
other matters on the Council's agenda: reading 
of reports om League finances, assistance to in- 
digent foreigners, housing, public health, protection 
of women and children, a uniform system of buoy- 
age; the seating of a new legal adviser to the secre-

tariat; ‘Gecnssion of “the composition of bodies to

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MILTON GIRTON’S DISMISSAL. 

As the price of his differences with the City Hall 
relating to the management of the airport, Milton D. 
Girton, superintendent of Lambert-St. Louis Field, 
has been dismissed.’ 

One of these differences concerned the selection of 
a plane dispatcher, whose duty it is to control air 
traffic at the field. It is a job requiring very spe- 
cial training and ability. According to Girton, the 
man sent out to him some months ago by Director 
of Public Welfare Darst did not possess the neces- 
sary qualifications, and the appointment was with- 
drawn. Darst, on the other hand, found inacceptable 
the man recommended by Girton. The upshot was 
that Girton himself has been required to fulfill the 
duties of field dispatcher for 12 hours a day, seven 
days a week. 

Now comes the appointment of Capt. Frederick A: 
Johnson, retired army flyer, as dispatcher, to share 
the work with Archie League, and the replacement 
of Girton by his former assistant, Maj. Ralph Page. 
It is also announced that a third dispatcher will soon 
be named, so that the exacting work in the control 
tower can be divided into three eight-hour shifts in- 
stead of two 12-hour ones. It has been the conten- 
tion of Girton for some time that the work should 
be so divided, but in achieving his objective he loses 
his own job. | 

We regret that Darst felt it necessary to resolve

the situation in this way. Girton, no politician, to be} 


sure, is a very highly regarded figure in aviation. A 
former army pilot, he has many thousand flying 
hours to his credit in commercial aviation and holds 
one of the earliest transport licenses. He has been 
conscientious in his duties and enthusiastic in his 
efforts to maintain the good standing of Lambert-St. 
Louis Field. If he failed in tact and diplomacy, he 
did not fail in sincerity.

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ROCKFORD JOINS THE PARADE. 

Rockford, third largest city in Illinois, has joined 
the steadily increasing number of American cities 
which have abandoned the street car. Under order of 
the Illinois Commerce Commission, the street car 
operating company’‘in this progressive community is 
authorized to substitute motor bus service, What 
Rockford is doing, East St. Louis, Illinois’ fourth city 
in size, did last fall. It is what cities in every part 
of the country are doing. The bus is cheaper, faster, 
more convenient, less noisy than the street car. The 
time will come when it will be necessary to go to a 
museum housing transportation relics to see one of 
these outmoded survivals from the past. 
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| CINCINNATI KEEPS “P. R.” 

By a close vote, Cincinnati has decided to continue 
electing its City Council members according to pro- 
portional representation. This outcome of the special 
election in the Ohio city will be widely welcomed 
among students and observers of municipal govern- 
ment. A feature of the City Charter of 1925, which 
gave Cincinnati its city manager plan of municipal 
administration, proportional representation, or “P. 
R.,” as it is comgnonly called, has not only provided 
for minority representation on Cincinnati’s legislative 
body. It has made it possible for the Council to re- 
flect the comparative strength of the severa] elements 
in the city’s political life. 

As it happens, the movement against “P. R.” did 
not grow out of its failure to work, but was provoked 
by the accurate way in which it registered the close 
division of sentiment in the last election of Council 
members. With four Chartists balanced against four 
Republicans, the ninth member held the balance of 
power and tied up the choice of a Mayor for some 
time. Such a situation may not arise again for years. 
In any case, it was not sufficient cause for abandon- 
ing this effort to make representative government 
more representative.

mind so that no demagogue not in the last 
stages of intoxication denies it—this is an 
achievement of statesmanship which a thou- 
sand years may not exhaust or reveal all 
that is good.” 

Mr. Choate did not over-estimate the val- 
uable work of Chief Justice Marshall. He 
did, however, under-estimate the tenacious 
vitality of that pérennial fiction which rep- 
resents the Supreme Court as exercising a 
power of dubious validity to overrule the 
will of a free* people, expressed by their 
chosen representatives. 

Mr. Marshall’s argument has often been 
repeated, and this error of errors in Amer- 
ican political life has been as often com- 
pletely disproved, being each time regarded 
as hearsed into perpetual quiescence. But a 
crushing depression comes and the gaunt 
specter again stalks forth, clothed in the 
ragged shreds of its torn cerements, to make 
us wonder whether it may be only in the 
realms of poetic fancy that wounded error 
writhes in lethal pain, while in the prosaic 
domain of somber truth, its multiple life out- 
lasts the feline nine of myth and legend.

ONSTITUTIONAL government is 
grounded on the assumption that govern- | 
mental powers should be limited. Where 

the agents and officials of government have 

unlimited powers, a constitution can exercise 
no effective function of restriction, since it 
may be ignored or changed at will. 

If governmental powers are to be limited, 
it must be clear that limitations must fall 
chiefly upon the legislative department. Ex- = 
ecutive and judicial functions are necessarily 
affected by legislative restrictions. Execu- 
tive authority can only enforce those laws 
which are enacted, and judicial power can 
only act upon problems submitted for ad- 
judication. An uncontrolled legislature 
means government without limitation. 

The plain truth is that if the power to de- 
clare unconstitutionality is taken away from 
the Supreme Court and Congress given un- 
limited power, we will be governed by men, 
not by laws, and we will give ourselves over 
to the complete control of our elected repre- 
sentatives, without antecedent restriction or 
subsequent redress. 

It is sometimes stated that the power to 
declare unconstitutionality is not expressly 
given by the Constitution, but rests upon ju- 
dicial interpretation, which is often repre- 
sented as bordering on usurpation. This is 
just an opinion ‘based on misconception. 

¥ * * 


It has often been suggested that a unani- 
mous vote, or a vote of 7 to 2, or 6 to 3, 
should be required for declaring unconsti- 
tutionality: If the Supreme Court exercised 
a censorial or supervisory power over Con- 
gress, as seems to be assumed, the sugges- 
tion might be regarded as reasonable. Since, 
however, the question of constitutionality 
cannot arise except in the process of deter- 
mining issues of individual litigation, this 
plan can only mean throwing the scales of 
justice out of balance and substituting in- 
equality before the law, for our long-cher- 
ished principle of equality. 

If a written constitution means anything, 
it must be what it proclaims itself to be— 
the supreme law of the land. What does its 
supremacy mean to a litigant who finds the 
scales of justice weighted against him and 
in favor, not of a law made in pursuance of 
the Constitution, but a law made in oppo- 
sition thereunto? What does constitutional 
supremacy mean to a citizen who seeks to 
enforce a right solemnly guaranteed by the 
organic law of his country and learns that 
he may win to his favor a majority of the 
Supreme Judges and yet lose his case? 

Another patent error of those who would 
limit the power of the Supreme Court, a 
power falsely regarded as censorial, is the 

sassumption that due consideration is not 
given to the authority of a co-ordinate 
branch of government. The historical fact 
is known to every tyro in the study of con- 
stitutional law, that the court declares uncon- 
stitutionality only after giving to a chal- 
lenged act of Congress the advantage of all 
reasonable doubt. 

Hence, what the critics of the court con- 
tend for in limiting judicial power, or giving 
preference to the act of Congress by requir- 
ing a unanimous or 7-to-2 vote, is favorable 
judgment for the congressional act, even 
when repugnance to the Constitution is re- 
garded as beyond all reasonable doubt. This 
means not merely exalting the legislative de- 
partment above the judicial; it means mak- 
ing the legislative will superior to the Con- 
stitution. 


* 


The framers of our Constitution, realizing 
,that the document would be written law, 
made provision for its interpretation and 
application. There has never been and there 
probably can never be written law, constitu- 
tional or statutory, that can meet the com- 
plex events of human life without some ad- 
justment in the way of interpretation and 
application to particular cases. Hence, our 
Constitution gives to the judicial department 
of government power to decide cases aris- 
ing under the Constitution and laws made in 
pursuance thereof. The power to decide 
cases, and this only, the Supreme Court has 
claimed and exercised. 

Chief Justice Marshall, in Marbury vs. 
Madison (1803), did more than assert the 
power of the court to declare ufconstitution- 
ality. He proved it. In declaring the su- 
premacy of the Constitution, Mr. Marshal] 
said: “It is a proposition too plain to be con- 
tested, that the Constitution controls any 
legislative act repugnant to it; or, that 
the legislature may alter the Constitution by 
an ordinary act. Between these alternatives 
there is no middle ground.” 

In proving declaration of unconstitutional- 
ity to be a judicial function, he said: “It is 
emphatically the province and duty of the 
judicial department to say what thelawis... 
If two laws conflict with each other, the 
courts must decide on the operation of each. 
So if a law be in opposition to the Constitu- 
tion; if both the law and the Constitution 
apply to a particular case, so that the caurt 
must either decide that case conformably to 
the law, disregarding the Constitution, or 
conformably to the Constitution, disregard- 
ing the law, the court must determine which 
of these conflicting rules governs the case. 
This is the very essence of judicial duty.”

ERE is something so serious 


that it might become a real 
» danger: modern development in 


military equipment is so fast that 
it is outdistancing our army high 
command. 

The motorization and mechani- 
tation of troops is an absolute 
necessity for reasons that this col- 
umn has repeatedly pointed out. It 
multiplies many times the fire 
power and protection of soldiers 
on both the offensive and defensive. 
For that reason it is revolutionary 
beyond any military development 
in history. 

Yet it is safe to say that, in our 
army, not one general or colonel in 
ten, not one major in five, and few 
*nough officers under field rank 
have any clear idea of what makes 
& Motor truck go. 

That is easy to say. It is hard to 
Visualize the possible baneful ef- 
fect on our defensive powers. That 
an only be understood by one who 
hOWs our army. In many respects

can institutions. But the War De- 
partment is the most complete 
bureaucracy in government—except 
possibly the State Department. The 
favorite indoor sport is to quash 
the young idea and to cover with 
the mantles of a saceyYlotal hier- 
archy the ineffable ignorance of 
some high rankers. 

Army criticism of the army has 
been effectively stifled. Motorized 
and mechanized troops are so far 
beyond the experience of many of- 
ficers in the higher grades that 
sending men into battle under them 
today would be something like en- 
trusting command of the air to At- 
tila the Hun.

METHODISTS STILL 
VOTING ON BISHOP 


Former Springfield, Ill., Man 
Withdraws When Leading 
in Balloting. 


By the Asseciated Press. 

COLUMBUS, O., May 14.—Edwin 
F. Lee, missionary Bishop of Ma- 
nila, withdrew today as a candi- 
date for membership on the Board 
of Bishops of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church. The withdrawal of 
Lee, former Springfield (Ill.) min- 
ister, after the ninth ballot, put 
Dr. Harry W. McPherson, presi- 
dent of Illinois Wesleyan Univer- 
sity, in the lead for the fourth of 
four vacancies on the Board of 
Bishops. 

‘Dr. McPherson got 190 votes on 
the ninth ballot and 272 on a tenth 
ballot, which was 102 short of the 
number necessary for election. The 
Rev. Oscar T. Olson of Cleveland 
received 74 on the ninth ballot and 
157 on the tenth. Dr. Orlen M. 


Edwards of St. Louis polled 97 on 
the ténth. 

Three of the new bishops have 
been seated. 

Alexander P. Shaw of New Or- 
leans, Negro editor of the South- 
western Christian Advocate, was 
elected Negro member of the Board 
of Bishops on the fifth ballot as a 
compromise candidate after the 
leading candidates, W. A. C. 
Hughes of Philadelphia and Willis 
J. King of Atlanta, Ga., withdrew: 

Two white Bishops were elected 
Tuesday on the fourth ballot. They 
are Dr. Wilbur E. Hammaker, 
Youngstown (O.) minister, and Dr. 
Charles W. Flint, chancellor of 
Syracuse (N. Y.) University. 

Move to Smooth Differences. 

The delegates studied today a 
four-page statement submitted by 
the Committee on the State of the 
Church as a “proper stand” on so- 
cial and economic questions. 

Liberal and eonservative leaders 
prepared to dispute merits of the 
statement, while impartial observ- 
ers declared it was a “middle of the 
road” course drafted to heal a split 
between liberals and conservatives 
evidenced since the conference 
opened. 

Prepared by a subcommittee 
headed by Dr. G. Bromley Oxnam, 
president of De Pauw University, 
the statement asserted that “in the 
presence of hunger, injustice and 
exploitation we insist that it is not 
only the right of the church to 
speak, it is its bounden duty.” 

Gesture to Liberal Faction. 

Recognizing in part the demands 
of the liberal Methodist Federation 
for Social Service for official ap- 
proval of substitution of a planned 
social economy for the profit sys- 
tem, the statement said: “We re- 
fuse to submit to a state of affairs 
wherein grasping interests seize the 
contributions of science and prosti- 
tute them. We as Methodists do 
declare ourselves in favor of a per- 
sonality-making economy.” 

The statement pointed out that 
various church groups were not in 
agreement on the cause of existing 
economic problems or their solu- 
tion and added that “. . . . we do 
not pass judgment on techniques.” 

The statement partly met de- 
mands of conservatives for a com- 
plete disavowal of Communism by 
declaring that “believing in both 
democratic form and democratic 
ideals, we propose to resist every 
form, of dictatorship, whether it 
comes from the Left of Commu- 
nism or the Right of Fascism.” 

Leaders saw but little hope that 
the statement would be adopted 
in its present form as the stand of 
the 1936 General Conference on 
social and economic problems, but 
said that from the skillfully drawn 
document sections to represent of- 
ficially Methodist beliefe probably 
would be taken,

OF PUBLIC LIBRARIES 


“World’s Largest Educational Sys- 
tem,” He Calls Them in Mes- 
sage Read at Convention.

— A 
message from President Roosevelt 


in praise of public libraries was 
read yesterday as part of an inter- 
national radio broadcast in which 
Secretary of the Interior Ickes 
spoke from Washington and Earn- 
est A. Savage, president of the Brit- 
ish Library Association, from Ed- 
inburgh, Scotland. 

Roosevelt’s message was read by 
John Stewart Bryan, president of 
the Richmond Library Board, at a 
luncheon sponsored by the Ameri- 
ean Library Association, in confer- 
ence here. 

The free publie library is “dis- 
tinctly an American contribution 
to civilization,” Roosevelt said. 
“America has followed foreign mod- 
els in art, in literature and in for- 
mal education,” the message said, 
“but in library technique, I think 
I may, without fear of contradic- 
tion, claim that her leadership is 
recognized throughout the world. 

“The public library serves all pur- 
poses of civic life—industrial, so- 
cial, religious and recreational. It 
assists with the education of the 
young and continues that of the 
adult. It is truly American, pre- 
senting to the native American and 
the foreign-born alike the ideals of 
our Government. It is the world’s 
largest educational system.”

ination for Governor. 

Incumbent Congressmen defeated 
by National Union candidates were 
Warren J. Duffy in the Ninth (To- 
ledo) District, and William L. Fie- 
singer of the Thirteenth (San- 
dusky) District. Duffy lost to State 
Senator John F. Hunter of To- 
ledo and Fiesinger to Mayor Henry 
Hart of Sandusky. 


GENERAL STRIKE IN ATHENS 
FAILURE, PREMIER ASSERTS 


One Hundred Reported Arrested 
_ After Mild Disturbances Follow- 
ing 24-Hour Walkout, 

By the Associated Press. 

ATHENS, Greece, May 14.—More 
than 100 persons were reported ar- 
rested last night after mild disturb- 
ances between street car motormen 
and police as a 24-hour general 
strike closed. 

“The general strike did not suc- 
ceed,” Premier John Metakas de- 
clared. “The public was practical- 
ly unaffected due to Government 
control.” 

Several new clashes resulted from 
high feeling among dock workers 
at Piraeus, the port of Athens. In 
the capital strikers stoned street 
cars and smashed a few shop win- 
dows, but no. serious casualties 
were reported.

Spring Vegetables Are 


Filling 


City Markets 


A Variety, Including 
Onions, Makes 
esting 


Potatoes, Greens and 
Possible Inter- 
Menu. 


HE 
T despite hard rains and 

weather in many places, are 
shipping more vegetables so far 
this season than last. New pota- 
toes from Florida, Texas, Alabama, 
Louisiana and California are com- 
ing northward at the rate of about 
a thousand carloads a week, which 
is much more than last year at this 
time. New cabbage, too, is rolling 
in, and new onions, spinach, and 
green peas. All these are moving 
to market in quantities greater 
than were shipped at this time last 
spring. Snap beans and limas are 
coming more slowly, as a result 
of weather conditions in the Ever- 
glades of Florida. 

Of spinach, more carloads have 
been shipped already than during 
the whole of last season, chiefly 
from Texas and the Norfolk sec- 
tion. And the asparagus season 
is not over, although California 
shipments have fallen off. The Ca- 
rolinas are shipping and the as- 
paragus beds of Virginia, Mary- 
land and New Jersey are supplying 
truck shipments to nearby markets. 
In fact, much of the eastern coast, 
as far north as New York, is al- 
ready eating “home-grown” as- 
paragus. — 

Such is the news from market 
specialists of the U. 8. Department 
of Agriculture. Plenty of spring 
vegetables and all the usual variety. 
And variety is important, says the 
Bureau of Home Economics. Veg- 
etables are an important part of a 
good diet, as well as of a good din- 
ner. How good a diet and how good 
a dinner depends very largely on 
the variety of vegetables at hand; 
from which to choose. 


O begin with the great Ameri- 

can standby, potatoes, we have 

them both “old” and “new,” 
though not so many as usual, de- 
spite the larger shipments so far 
of new crop potatoes. The reason 
for this is unexpected shortage of 
old potatoes, due not to any short- 
age of the crop last year but to the 
extreme cold winter in some of the 
potato states, particularly Michi- 
gan, where hundreds of cars of po- 
tatoes spoiled in storage from rot 
and frost damage. This loss sent 
the price cf old potatoes up this 
spring, nearly 100 per cent in 6 
weeks, and now that the new crop 
is coming on the market, it af- 
fects the price of new potatoes too. 
But probably not for long. As the 
season advances, the price is likely 
to go down. 

“New” potatoes are, of course, the 
first crop of the season, and usually 
are dug and marketed before they 
‘are mature, while the skins are thin 
and feathery and can be scraped 
off, and while the flesh is waxy. 
The “early” varieties 
“Irish cobbler,” “bliss,” “triumph” 
and “Spaulding rose.” The very 
small new potato “marbles,’ which 
are such a treat served with young 
green peas, are more often to be 
had from the home garden than the 
market, perhaps, though when 
available they are much cheaper 
than the regular-size potatoes. The 

housekeeper is the best customer 
for new potatoes. Hotels are more 
likely to buy the old ones. 
_ “New” cabbage, too, is both early 
and different from the crop grown 
later on for winter. It has dark 
green curling leaves, which cluster 
loosely in a head which is often 
pointed, and is green all through. 
That green color means more vita- 
min A, more calcium and iron than 
the hard white winter cabbage head 
eontains. The cabbage grower 
plants for his early crop such quick- 
growing varieties as the Charleston 
wakefield, early york or winning- 
stadt and the Jersey wakefield, the 
pointed cabbages. Or the round Co- 
penhagen, the flat Dutch, succes- 
sion and glory of Enkhuizen. “New” 
cabbage is not of the kinds that 
can be stored for very long periods. 
It is definitely a spring and early 
summer vegetable. 

The early onion crop is for the 
most part Bermudas and creoles, 
which come chiefly from Texas, 
California and Louisiana. So far 
this spring the shipments have come 
almost entirely from Texas, but 
there are big acreages of onions in 
_the Coachella Valley of California 
that will be coming along very soon. 
Like the early cabbages and pota- 
toes, Bermuda onions do not store 
| well, and spring and early summer 
are their season. Other varieties 
come along later to store for fall 
and winter use. 


OST of the snap beans and 

limas so far on the market this 

spring are from Fiorida. The 
peas are now coming from Califor- 
nia and Mississippi, though Florida 
has also shipped heavily. Spinach is 
coming from the Norfolk region of 
Virginia, from Texas and ship- 
ments are beginning from the 
truck gardens of Arkansas and Ok- 
lahoma. Nearly 7000 carloads have 
been shipped so far this year, as 
compared with less than 5000 at 
this same time last spring. Which 
seems to show, whatever the joke 
about it, that a good many people 
eat spinach and like it. Our do- 
mestic-grown tomatoes so far come 
chiefly from the east coast of Fior- 
ida, and amount to only a little 
more than half the quantity sent 
to market by this time last year. 
Shipments so far from Cuba and 
Mexico have been heavy, however. 
and about equal to last year's ship- 
ments to this date. The planted 
acreage promises a record crop of 
tomatoes this year, once they really

Young beets from Texas, young 
carrots from Arizona, California 
and Texas, greens of all kinds from 
California, Georgia, Louisiana and 
Virginia, with lettuce and romaine 
as usual, add to the array of spring 
vegetables from which to choose, 
And this is the beginning of the 
season. The truck gardens just to 
the north of the “early” states will 
soon be sending their crops to sup- 
ply the markets until the more 
northerly gardens come along. 


EMPTING as_ they are, how- 
Tever, the spring vegetables 

should be chosen not haphazard, 
but by a pattern which will provide 
the necessary combination of food 
values for a good diet, says the Bu- 
reau of Home Economics. For this 
purpose, vegetables may be classi- 
fied in several different ways. 
Some of them are starchy and some 
are not. The starchiest of all are 
potatoes, sweet potatoes, corn and 
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the dried beans and peas. Among 
the least starchy are the greens, as- 
paragus, broccoli, cabbage, eggplant 
and tomatoes. Next come green 
beans and peas, beets, carrots, on- 
ions, okra, turnips and others. 

Some vegetables—particularly the 
greens—are important for their 
mineral values, and the greener the 
leaves the better they are as 
sources of calcium and iron. 

When it comes to vitamin values, 
we can choose vegetables partly by 
color. The green leaves, again, and | 
the yellow-fleshed . vegetables—car- 
rots, sweet potatoes, yellow corn, 
yellow turnips—furnish vitamin A. 
These and other vegetables furnisn 
vitamin! C, tomatoes most of all. 
And nearly all vegetables furnish 
vitamin B, many of them vitamin G 
also. 

With spring markets attractive as 
they are, it is not difficult to choose 
vegetables for dinner by the best 
rules of uiet, as well as to please 
the fussiest member of the family. 
A good diet pattern calls for a 
starchy vegetable—and there we 
have new potatoes; a green leafy 
vegetable or a yellow or some other 
succulent one—and here are all the 
greens or new cabbage, or young car- 
rots, or tomatoes; and then one 
other vegetable (or more), to come 
from such a list as green beans, 
green peas, young beets, onions and 
asparagus.

INTERESTING DISnts 


Desserts and Main Courses Can 
Be Made With the Aid of 
These Breads. 


Reputations in cookery as well 
as in sports, professions, or any of 
the fine arts are made with spe- 
cialties. The man who broils a 
juicy steak, the chef who creates 
a piquant sauce, the woman who 
bakes a light, tender biscuit, find 
that ripples of fame travel beyond 
the narrow circles of family and 
friends. 


A Bid for Fame. 


Biscuits that “melt in your 
mouth” are a sure bid for fame. 
Everyone likes them and at least 
half the world believes they are 
hard to make, although we_ all 
know cooks who turn out a batch 
with ease. The best advice of good 
cooks narrows down to these 
points: 

1. Find a good recipe and follow 
it exactly. 

2. Blend shortening with dry 
ingredients thoroughly but not to 
the “pasty” stage. The mixture 
looks like coarse cornmeal when it 
is just right. 

3. Add enough liquid to form a 
ball of dough and mix until the 
dough follows the mixing fork 
around the sides of the bowl. 

4. Turn onto a floured board and 
knead lightly for about one minute. 
(This is the point where most rep- 
utations are made or lost.) 

5. Bake in a quick oven with 
even heat so that the biscuits are 
done and nicely browned bottom 
and top in about 12 minutes. 

Use for Foundation. 

When you reach the melting-in- 
the mouth stage as a biscuit mak- 
er the real fun begins. With biscuit 
variations, fame spreads by leaps 
and bounds or shall we say by 
rolls and turnovers. Here are reci- 
pes for two standard biscuits— 
one snowy white and the other the 
rich brown that bran cereal gives. 
Variations are suggested, too, just 
to give you a good start. 

Baking Powder Biscuits. 


Two cups flour 

One tablespoon baking powder 

One-half teaspoon salt 

One-quarter cup shortening 

Three-quarters cup milk (more or 
less) 


and salt. Cut in shortening until 
mixture resembles coarse cornmeal. 


all of flour is blended and dough 
follows fork around bowl. Turn 
onto floured board; knead lightly 


half inch thickness .and cut with 
floured cutter. Bake on lightly 
greased pan in hot oven (450 de- 
grees) about 12 minutes. 

Yield: 12 biscuits, two and a half 
inches in diameter. 

Buttermilk Bran Biscuits. 
One-half cup bran 
Three-quarters cup buttermilk 
One and a half cups flour 
One teaspoon baking powder 
One-half teaspoon soda 
One teaspoon salt 
One-third cup shortening 3 
Soak bran in buttermilk. Sift 

flour, baking powder, soda and salt 
together. Cut in shortening until 
mixture is like coarse cornmeal. 
Add soaked bran; stir until dough 
follows fork around bowl. Turn 
onto floured board; knead lightly a 
few seconds; roll or pat to one-half 
inch thickness and cut with floured 
cutter. Bake on lightly greased pan 
in hot oven (450 degrees) about 12 
minutes. 

Yield: 12 biscuits, two and one- 
half inches in diameter. 

Note: Sweet milk recipe: If sweet 
milk is used instead of buttermilk, 
omit soda and increase baking 
powder to one tablespoon. 

Asparagus Shortcake. 

Use recipe for Buttermilk Bran 
Biscuits. After kneading dough, 
divide into two equal portions. Pat 
each portion into a rectangle about 
one-fourth inch thick and about 
five by 12 inches. Spread one layer 
with softened butter; cover with 
other layer; cut into two by five 
inch strips and bake-on a greased 
sheet in a hot oven (450 degrees) 
about 15 minutes. 

Serve as individual shortcakes 
with cooked asparagus stalks be- 
tween layers and with a cheese 
sauce. 

Orange Shortcake. 

Modify the white biscuit recipe 
by adding one tablespoon sugar and 
increasing shortening to one-third 
cup. Bake in a round cake pan, 
putting one layer of dough on top 
of the other with softened butter 
between. Serve with orange seg- 
ments between layers and on top 
of cake. Pour over the following 
sauce. 

Orange Sauce. 
Three tablespoons cornstarch 
One cup sugar 
One cup orange juice 
One-half cup water 
One-quarter teaspoon salt 
One egg yolk (well beaten) 
One teaspoon grated orange rind 
Mix cornstarch and sugar in top 
of double boiler. Add orange juice 
and water gradually. Cook over 
hot water, stirring constantly un- 
til mixture is thick and clear (about 
15 minutes). Add salt and egg 
yolk; beat well. Add grated orange 
rind. Cool. 
. Mushroom Roll. 


Pat dough into a rectangle 
one-quarter inch thick. 
with a mixture of sliced, 
mushrooms and chopped 
Roll as for jelly roll. Cut 
into two-inch slices and bake on 
ungreased sheet (cut side down) in 
a hot oven (450 degrees) about 15 
minutes. Serve hot with a sauce | 


such as plain white sauce, egg 
sauce or pea sauce.

MARKETS AND MENUS 


Homegrown Asparagus Added 
to List of Vegetables in 
This Week’s Markets. 


The home-grown vegetable season 
seems far enough advanced, in spite 
of cold, frosts and general inclem- 
ent weather to bring asparagus on 
the market. Spinach and rhubarb 
have been in for some weeks now 
and before we know it we will be 
having home-grown snap beans and 
peas. 

Chinese Peas. 


Talking of peas, we wish some en- 
terprising market man or truck 
gardener would introduce’ those 
grand peas for home consumption 
that it was our privilege to eat at a 
Chinese restaurant the other eve- 
ning. The peas were scarcely 
formed and were cooked in the 
pods which had been strung like 
beans. They had been cooked only 
a little and were beautifully green, 
tender morsels unlike anything we 
have tasted. 

The Chinese do know their vege- 
tables and have never committed 
the unpardonable sin of overcook- 
ing them. It is really too bad that 
we limit ourselves to closer ac- 
quaintance only with their chop 
suey, which is not Chinese at all, 


and miss so many of their really 
tasty dishes. The peas were served 
with shrimp and a side dish of 
sauce and rice, and made an excel- 
lent if simple meal. 

With all the vegetables now in 
the market, it is too bad not to take 
advantage of them and to have the 
family well broken in for vegetable 
plates by the time the hot weather 
arrives. There is no especial se- 
cret about putting together a vege- 
table plate that the family will en- 
joy. Consider first of all color, 
then texture. Do not serve all your 
vegetables creamed or buttered. 
One creamed, one buttered, one 
broiled or baked is a good guide. 
Fritters make excellent foils for 
these plates, since they supply the 
crunchy portion that so many peo- 
ple miss with an all-vegetable plate. 

Broiled Steak. 

Sunday dinner calls for broiled 
steak simply as a change from the 
meat that is planned for leftovers. 
We have moved the leftover to 
Monday evening instead and sug- 
gest the purchase of a shoulder that 
is large enough to provide two 
meals. For t second meal serve 
the lamb slice@, with a hot sauce. 
We have suggested mint sauce, but 
you may like a barbecue sauce, or

RECIPES FOR NEXT WEEK 


Hard Rolls. ⸗ 
Four cups flour. 
One cake yeast dissolved in 
Three tablespoons lukewarm wa- 
ter. 

One tablespoon shortening. 

One teaspoon sugar. 

One tablespoon malt syrup. 

Three tablespoons milk. 

One-half cup water. 

Mix one cup of flour with the 
dissolved yeast and let rise. Work 
the remaining ingredients into the 
rest of the flour and work for 10 
minutes. Add yeast and let stand 
until double in bulk. Cut into rolls 
and pinch a small bit from the top 
of each. Bake in a moderate oven 
(375 degrees) for 20 minutes. This 
amount makes about 18 rolls. 


Lemon Chiffon Pie. 


Three egg yolks. 

One-third cup lemon juice. 

Grated rind of one lemon. 

One-half cup sugar. 

Three tablespoons hot water. 

One-quarter teaspoon salt. 

Three egg whites beaten stiff with 

One-half cup sugar. 

One-half recipe pastry. 

Beat the egg yolks until light, 
add the lemon juice, rind, sugar, 
hot water and salt. Stir over hot 
water in a double boiler until the 
mixture is as thick as custard. Re- 
move from fire and from hot water. 
Beat egg whites until stiff, add the 
sugar, beat to a mix and fold into 
the cooked hot lemon mixture. 
Make a pie crust, roll smooth and 
fit over an inverted pie tin. Prick 
all over with a fork and bake in a 
hot oven for 10 minutes until gol- 
den brown. Remove from outside 
of pan and place on inside. Fili 
with lemon filling and bake in a 
moderate oven (350 degrees) until 
filling is golden brown on top, for 
10 or 15 minutes. 


Apple Cup Salad. 


Two-thirds cup seedless raisiys 

Two medium sized red apples (do 
not peel). 

Two-thirds cup sliced red radish- 
es* (rounds). 

One-half cup mayonnaise, 

Pecan kernels. 

Lettuce. 

Rinse raisins, drain, dry on a 
towel, and slice with scissors. Cut 
apples into halves crosswise and 
scoop out centers, leaving cups 
whole. Cut pulp into small pieces 
and combine with raisins, radishes, 
and mayonnaise; mix lightly and 
refill apple cups. Garnish with quar- 
ters of pecan Memgmels. Serve on 
lettuce garni "salad plates.

Meat Rolls With Dressing. 

Meat slices. 

Two cups bread crumbs. 

One onion, chopped fine. 

Meat stock to moisten.

Make a dressing by combining 
bread crumbs with onion, season- 
ing with salt and pepper, and mois- 
tening with meat stock. Pile a 
spoonful of dressing on each slice 
of meat. Then roll and tie with 
string. Place in a baking dish. Cov- 
er with left-over gravy or tomato 
juice and bake in a moderate oven 
for about 30 minutes. 

Graham Prune Omelet. 

One-half cup chopped cooked 
prunes, . 

Twelve Graham crackers, crushed 

Three-eighths teaspoon salt. 

Two egg yolks, well beaten. 

One cup milk. 

One cup prune juice, 

One teaspoon lemon juice. 

Three-quarters teaspoon lemon 
rind. . 

Two egg whites, stiffly beaten. 

Add prunes, graham cracker 
crumbs, salt and egg yolks to milk 
and prune juice. Add lemon juice 
and rind. Mix well and fold in 
stiffly beaten egg whites. Butter 
and thoroughly preheat large skil- 
let. Pour in omelet batter and bake 
in moderate oven (375 degrees Fah- 
renheit) for 20 minutes. For indi- 
| vidual servings, pour the mixture 
into well-buttered six-ounce glass 
baking dishes and bake for 20 min- 
utes. This is delicious served with 
lemon sauce. Serves six to eight.

Molded salads need not have ex- 
pensive foods as ingredients. Cel- 
ery and cabbage, usually looked on 
as everyday foods make an excel- 
lent molded salad. 

Celery and Cabbage Mold.

PERFECT SUUFFLES 


Messes If Directions Are 
Followed. 


Most women are afraid to try 
souffles because they have heard 
so much about the hopeless way 


in which they sag when they are 
supposed to make the best impres- 
sion. A souffle is not beyond the 
powers of the everyday cook be- 
cause it is made of simple ingredi- 
ents put together following simple 
rules. Of course, the rules are im- 
portant. 
+ The egg yolks should be beaten 
until thick and lemon colored. This 
does not mean just one minute. 
The whites must not be over beat- 
en. They must be stiff but not dry. 
If they are beaten until dry the 
walls that entlose the air, the only 
leavening as in angel cake, lose 
their resiliency and fail to perform 
their function, that is, of permit- 
ting the air to expand as it is heat- 
ed without collapsing. 

Fold In Whites. 
The egg whites should be folded 
in carefully, not stirred. This as- 
sures that no speck of the precious 
air will be lost in the making proc- 
ess. Long slow cooking is the 
secret of light, feathery souffles 
with tender crusty and creamy cen- 
ter. If you can’t be sure of your 
oven ‘temperature, set the baking 
dish in a pan of hot water while 
the souffle bakes. 
The most important step is never 
to take the souffle out of the oven 
until the moment arrives for it to 
be served. Serve from the dish in 
which it was baked. If you must 
keep it waiting, turn the heat very 
low but under no circumstances 
remove the souffle. | 
Main dish souffles are made with 
sea food, cheese or chopped meat. 
For luncheon entrees make them 
of vegetables and for dessert make 
them of fruit. 

Mushroom Souffle. 
One-half pound mushrooms. 
Four tablespoons fat. 
One-half teaspoon salt. 
Few grains pepper. 

Four tablespoons flour. 
One cup milk. 

Three egg yolks. 

Three egg whites. 

Peel mushrooms; chop fine. Cook 
in fat until soft and slightly brown. 
Add salt, pepper and flour; mix 
well. Add milk; cook until thick, 
stirring constantly. Cool. Add 
well-beaten egg yolks. Fold in egg 
whites, which have been beaten 
Pour into a 
greased baking dish; bake in a 
moderate oven (325 degrees) 50 
minutes. Serve immediately. 

Tuna Fish Souffle. 
One cup milk. 

One cup soft crumbs. 
One can or one cup tuna fish. 
Two teaspoons lemon juice, 
One teaspoon salt. 
Two teaspoons mustard. 
One-quarter teaspoon Worcester- 
shire sauce. 
Three egg yolks, well beaten. 
Three egg whites. 
Scald milk; pour. over soft 
crumbs. Add well-drained, chopped 
tuna fish, lemon juice, salt, mus- 
tard, Worcestershire sauce. Cool. 
Add egg yolks. Fold in egg whites, 
beaten stiff, but not dry. Pour into 
a greased baking dish; bake in a 
moderate oven (325 degrees Fahren- 
heit) 50 minutes. Serve immedi- 
ately. 

Corn Souffle. 
Two tablespoons fat 
Two tablespoons flour 
One-half cup milk. 
One cup corn, well drained 
Two teaspoons sugar 
One teaspoon salt 
Few grains pepper

Three egg yolks, well beaten

NEW FEDERAL JUDGESHIP 
IN MISSOURI PROVIDED IN BILL 


House Committee Reports Measure 
Creating Eight Places in U. 8.; 
Cochran Makes Plea. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May 14. — The 
House Judiciary Committee today 
reported one favorably on omni- 
bus bill creating eight new Fed- 
eral judgeships, one of them in 
Missouri. 

The new Judge in Missouri would 
divide his time between St. Louis 
and Kansas City and could be ap- 
pointed from either the Eastern or 
the Western district. The omnibus 
bill as originally reported by a 
judiciary subcommittee did not 
provide for the Missouri judge- 
ship. Representatiye John J. Coch- 
ran (Dem.) of St. Louis appeared 
before the full committee today and 
stressed the need of an additional 
Judge in Missouri because of the 
burden imposed on the Federal 
courts through railroad receiver- 
ships. The committee added _ the 
Missouri judgeship following Coch- 
ran's plea. The Rules Committee, 
it is understood, will grant a spe- 
cial rule which it is expected will 
permit passage of ‘this bill . this 
season. The Senate has already 
approved an additional Judge for 
Missouri and passage by the House 
of the omnibus bill would assure 
the new judgeship.

personal interest 
to the majority of people in this 
country. Millions of our people 
have gone through five excruciat- 
ing years, haunted by care, want, 
hunger and humiliation. They want 
to know whether it is possible, in 
future years, to prepare against the 
return of a catastrophe of such di- 
mensions. They have been led by 
the Federal Government to believe 
that it is possible, and that the so- 
cial security law with its provisions 
for old age pensions, unemploy- 
ment insurance, dependent mothers, 
and neglected children, will pre- 
vent the worst manifestations of 
future crises. They have tied their 
hopes to a program of “social se- 
curity.” Now, the New York State 
Assembly, dominated by Republi- 
cans, hag turned the Federal pro- 
gram down. Gov. Lehman attacks 
the obstructing Assemblymen emo- 
tionally, accusing them of heart- 
lessness. Assemblyman Wadsworth 
replies. In his reply there is a 
great deal of talk about “Federal 
dictatorship”; there are many 
phrases such as “boondoggling” and 
“tinsel of propaganda” and “golden 
promises” and “magic lamps.” But 
nowhere in his speech is there any 
discussion of the real merits and 
demerits of this particular bill. In- 
stead Mr. Wadsworth attacks the 
whole idea of social insurance. 
“The only thing that government 
can do is to attempt to alleviate 
the sufferings of the destitute,” he 
says categorically, thereby denying 
the experiences of every indus- 
trial country in the world except 
our own. And this while ex-Presi- 
dent Hoover is telling other audi- 
ences that these very countries 
“have shown the way through de- 
pressions.” In the end, after listen- 
ing both to the Governor and his 
opponent one can only conclude 
that it is either this bill, and secur- 
ity for all, with the Democrats, or 
no Federal bill whatsoever, no real 
insurance and state charity with 
the Republicans. If this is really 
the issue, there is no question in 
my mind which the people of this 
country will choose. They will 
choose the former,

ND yet, if Mr. Wadsworth had 
chosen to do so, he.could have 
leapt upon this bill and rent it. 
He could have shown the people of 
New York State just why the New 
Deal bill is, as he asserts, “un- 
workable.” He could have demon- 
strated that it will not give secur- 
ity to American workers and Amer- 
ican indigent, but will, on the con- 
trary, put an intolerable burden on 
the backs of the very people whom 
it is theoretically designed to as- 
sist.

HILDREN as salesmen are 

making millions of dollars for 

manufacturers. Infractions of 
child labor laws don’t enter into 
the picture. The kids don’t even 
know they are working. They just 
follow their natural instinct for col- 
lecting things, joining clubs, com- 
peting in contests. Advertisers 
through children’s magazines, comic 
strips, radio programs, dealers, any 
medium through which the atten- 
tion of children can be attracted 
submit a proposition involving a 
premium, a badge, a reward of 
juvenile appeal, and the children do 
the rest. 


They will run their legs off 
around the neighborhood or do any 
amount of wheedling at home, col- 


wrappers, in competition for a prize 
or even a badge. Parents and 
neighbors, seeing their zeal, readily 
yield to their entreaties to buy the 
commodity bearing the coveted 
trade mark, The salesmanship of 
small boys and girls is almost ir- 
resistible, these astute advertisers 
have found. 


Just to wear a badge or button 
signifying progressive degrees of 
rank in a club, organizations 
in excess of millions of young 
salesmen have been enlisted by 
many a manufacturer of a soap, a 
cereal or other product sold mainly 
through advertisement. If a little 
more stimulation is needed, all a 
manufacturer has to do is offer a 
premium of general juvenile appeal, 
such as a bicycle, a pair of skates, 
a series of foreign stamps, a char- 
acter doll for any number of these 
willing, volunteer contestants to 
compete for. Forthwith a wide- 
spread scramble for a prize is on 
and back at the factory sales rise 
to new heights. But it takes a 
strategist in the advertising depart- 
ment versed in child psychology to 
originate these contests and cam- 


paigns. 
Tor St. Louis recently brought 
down from Chicago a woman 
who has been notably successful in 
conducting advertising campaigns 
addressed to boys and girls, to tell 
them how it is done. She is Miss 
Evalyn Grumbine, advertising di- 
rector and assistant publisher of 
Child Life, said to be the fastest 
growing children’s magazine in the 
country under her direction, now 
having a circulation of 150,000 built 
up in the 10 years in which she has 
progressed from an office secretary 
to the most valuable executive on 
the staff. According to Mrs. Irma 
Proetz, elected by the local women’s 
Advertising Club as their most dis- 
tinguished member, and outstand- 
ing nationally in the profession, 
Miss Grumbine is the only woman 
in the country holding a position so 
exalted on any nationally circulated 
publication. 
Miss Grumbine has conducted 
successful campaigns for advertis- 
ers in her own magazine and is con- 
sulted by advertisers in other chan- 
nels.

Market Has Developed as a Vital 
Merchandising Force,” first of ail 
Miss Grumbine told her hearers 
there are potentially 33,000,000 juve- 
nile salespersons in the United 
States between the ages of 4 and 
16, which represents the age group 
most responsive to juvenile cam- 
paigns. Seventeen millions are 
boys, 16,000,000, girls. 

“Selecting the right premium to 
appeal to a definite age group is 
important,” she said. “Certain out- 
standing characteristics of boys and 
girls at different ages point the 
way. If they know how, manu-

facturers can cash in on these facts. 

“Children from 4 to 6 like nursery 
rhymes, jingles, songs, toys that 
can be taken apart and put to- 
gether again, colorful objects. The 
collecting instinct already has be- 
come active. Whereas children of 
this age are interested in activities 
rather than results, boys and girls 
7, 8 and 9 years old want to obtain 
concrete rewards for doing things. 
There are about 10,000,000 boys 
and girls in this group which prob- 
ably is most active in responding to 
premium offers. Collecting things 
as a basic instinct is keenest at this 
age. They will collect pictures 
of birds, flags, heroes, Presidents, 
movie stars, stamps, most any- 
thing.” On this presumption, she 
told how a soap company offering 
foreign stamps in exchange for 
soap wrappers enrolled a club of 
3,000,000 stamp collectors. Four 
hundred million stamps were ex- 
changed for soap wrappers, each 
wrapper, of course, representing the 
sale of a bar of soap. 


“Hero worship,” she continued, 
“increases during this period and 


many a campaign has succeeded on 
the strength of connecting with it 


‘the name of Babe Ruth, Tom Mix, 


Dizzy Dean, Shirley Temple or some 
other figure celebrated in the news. 
So, it seems, newspapers in their 
news columns are one medium of 
appeal to the juvenile mind not to 
be undervalued by the advertisers. 

“Up to 10 years of age boys and 
girls like practically the same 
things,” Miss Grumbine advised. 
“While girls continue to like many 
of the things boys like beyond that 
period, this is not true of boys. 
Boys under 12 will not care for arti- 
cles of personal adornment unless a 
badge or button in which they like 
to strut can be called adornment, 
but girls are thrilled to have some- 
thing to wear that will make them 
look more like mother or big sister. 
It is important to distinguish these 
differences in appealing to the older 
age groups. 

“Whereas the younger groups do 
not retain sustained interest in any 
activity, like to jump from one new 
thing to another, older groups from 
10 to 13 will keep at a task to win 
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in a contest. Since there are 10,- 
000,000 youngsters in this group, 
manufacturers are justified in of- 
fering in exchange for their sales- 
manship higher priced articles, 
such as bicycles, cameras, sports 
equipment and the like as prem- 
iums to be won.” 

Another point impressed by the 
speaker was that modern children 
in their tastes are not to be judged 
by what appealed to their elders a 
generation ago. They, too, have 
outgrown the horse and buggy age. 
A pony used to be the prize most 
coveted by every boy, dolls used to 
satisfy every girl. Nowadays boys 
are as alert as their elders to 
stream lined, motorized toys and 
girls to electrified gadgets for their 
miniature households. 

But one appeal which remains to 
be depended upon perennially is 
the natural urge children have to 
join something. “They want to be- 
long to a club and wear a button 
or badge which identifies them as 
a member of an organization. Boys 
and girls between six and 13 repre- 
sent the greatest group of juvenile 
joiners and in this group manufac 
turers and advertisers have a po- 
tential market of 20 million young- 
sters to appeal to for memberships.” 
Thé success of a juvenile club con- 
ducted by one nationally adver- 
tised cereal company was cited. 
For sending one box top off of the 
cereal package a girl or boy re 
ceived a membership badge. They 
then were offered badges denoting 
a step up in rank for sending the 
names of three new members. For 
additional box tops members ad- 
vanced progressively in rank. Each 
box top represented the sale of a 
package of cereal. The greater 
number of sales a member was re- 
sponsible for, the, higher his rank 
and membership in the highest 
rank alone increased beyond a mil- 
lion. 

Small wonder, as Miss Grumbine 
remarked, that advertisers and ad- 
vertising agencies have been as- 
tounded at profits resulting only 
from a judicious outlay for tin 
badges, a little investment in juve- 
nile good will, and are beginning to 
realize “the merchandising force 
that exists in the juvenile market.”

Let 
rise 15 minutes. Bake 50 minutes 
in moderately slow oven. Cool five 
minutes and remove loaf from pan.

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Co-operation 
of Partners 
For Defense 


Bridge Expert Has Double 
Duty When Sided With 
Poor Player. 


By Ely Culbertson 


OOD defensive play, in nine 
hands out of ten, is a matter 
of partnership co-operation, Even 
though one defender may have a 
strong hand and 
his partner a 
weak one, they 
still can collabor- 
ate to splendid ad- 
vantage. 
When an  ex- 
pert is saddled 
with a poor part- 
ner, however, the 
expert’s individ- 
ual defensive play 
must not be mere- 
ly good — it often 
must be brilliant: 
It is not enougn 
for him to make 
no mistake him- 
self.

to be universally highly regarded is 

that of respecting the rights o§ other 
people. Children are taught at an early 
age that minding one’s own business is 
perhaps the first and most important of 
all the social commandments. From train- 
ing and experience they learn that they 
are not expected to tamper with other 
people’s property, nor pry into the pri- 
cate affairs of their elders, and that lis- 
tening in on conversations obviously not 
meant for them is tabooed. A little later 
on they learn that to take unfair advan- 
tage of any situation in order to gain in- 
formation or material things is not good 
sportsmanship. 

Every individual has the same right to 
his own mental privacy as he has to his 
property. And any intrusion from out- 
side is quite as offensive as any other 
type of bad manners. All these laudable 
attitudes are laid down by parents and 
other adults. They are anxious to have 
children avoid the humiliation that in- 
variably comes to those who insist upon 
exercising their curiosity at inappropri- 
ate times. 

Yet when it comes to actually present- 
ing the child with an example of the re- 
spect in which mental privacy should be 
held, parents are apt to be the worst of- 
fenders. Quite unintentionally, they in- 
trude themselves into the privacy of a 
child in a most offensive and stupid way. 
Not only are we badly mannered in our 
relation to children, but frequently we are 
totally unaware of our rudeness. With no 
other reason than that it pleases us to do 
so, or that we are emotionally upset and 
annoyed, we criticise their friends, ridi- 
cule their fears, show an indifference to 
their disappointments, and are either in- 
tolerant or amused at their failures. What 
a wretched example of understanding and 
tolerance most of us exhibit, for our chil- 
dren to copy during their early years. 

A child’s emotional responses to the va- 
ried life situations to which he is subject- 
ed are his private concerns.

Parents Often Intrude Themselves Into Their 
Child's Legitimate’ Privacy of Thought, and 
Thus Build Up a Barrier of Resistance Which 
Is Difficult to Break Down Again.

In the process of development a child 
must necessarily work out by the trial- 
and-error method many of the patterns of 
conduct which will finally be incorporat- 


ed into his personality. It is an infringe- ~ 


ment upon his rights to be forced to ac- 
cept, without adequate reasons, certain 
of the ready-made opinions and beliefs 
which parents entertain. This does not 
mean that the child should be deprived of 
the wisdom which has been .accumulated 
in matters of manners and morals, and 
therefore be subjected to unnecessary 
failure and humiliation. 

It is always a difficult compromise for 
children, as well as adults, to determine 
what it is wise to accept from the experi- 
ences of others and what must be ac- 
quired for one’s self, It requires nice 
judgment on the part of parents not to 
foist too many of their own opinions, be- 
liefs and mental attitudes on a child, thus 
robbing him of his initiative and inde- 
pendence. Yet it is imperative to see that 
he profits, as far as possible, by what he 
is capable of accepting from mature guid- 
ance and direction. 

7 * * 
CHILD has a world of his own to 
which he must conform. Standards of 
conduct, to a very large extent, are es- 
tablished by his contemporaries and the 
success or failure to measure up to these 
standards will be approved or disap- 
proved according to the codes of his par- 
ticular group. These rewards and pun- 
ishments just naturally follow in the 
course of events, and they represent the 
natural comsequences that are associated 


they differ from the punishments arti- 
ficially introduced by adults to affect con- 
duct. 

Whether Tommy, the adolescent boy, 
wears his hat and rubbers may be a mat- 
ter of importance as a health measure to 
his mother. But to the group to which 
Tommy belongs, it is a matter of greater 
significance. The non-conformer suffers 
by being teased and ridiculed. 

The reason why Sammy hated school, 
got in wrong with the group, began to 
slump in his work and came home in a 
resentful, rebellious mood was that he 
had to wear knickers a year after all the 
other kids in his class were wearing long 
pants. 

The problems of Tommy and Sammy 
appear rather trivial. But not infre- 
quently they are situations created by 
parents because of their ignorance of the 
group codes and standards to which a 
child must conform or be ostracized. Chil- 
dren acquire from contact with other stu- 
dents, from teachers, the daily paper, 
radio, movies, opinions~and beliefs that 
are ofttimes completely at variance with 
those held by the parents. Not infre- 
quently these adolescent ideas are twist- 
ed and distorted due to the fact that the 
situation has been misinterpreted by the 
child. Yet, in our effort to help the child 
to see the facts clearly, we must be care- 
ful not to destroy his confidence in him- 
self or in those who are responsible for 
his education, or, what is even more im- 
portant during the early years, in the wis- 
dom of the parents. 

An 8-year-old boy in a very dogmatic 


World War veteran, that it was better to 
go to jail than it was to go to war and 
that most people went to war because 
they didn’t have the courage to refuse. 
It was a little difficult for the father to 
accept this idea, but on inquiry he found 
that the statement came from a teacher 
in whom the boy had a lot of confidence 
and that the teacher had said that there 
were those who had rather go to jail than 
fight, and that with certain individuals 
it took more courage, etc. 

The confidence the child had in the 
teachers was not undermined nor was the 
child made to feel humiliated nor an ar- 
gument created between father and son; 
but the whole situation was carefully ex- 
plained on the ground that different in- 
dividuals entertain quite different ideas 
about these subjects and not infrequent- 
ly one changes his ideas in the light of 
more experiences. This was a lesson in 
tolerance for the other fellow’s point of 
view for both father and son. 

During the adolescent age, the intru- 
sion of parents into the mental privacy of 
a child’s life is much to be regretted, for 
nothing does more to alienate a child 
from the parents at a time when they are 
most needed. It is curious how parents, 
during this period, feel the necessity of 
knowing every thought and action of 
their child. How with the best of inten- 
tions they probe the inner and most inti- 
mate recesses of a child’s mir“, .thinking 
that if they only knew wha’ makes Tom- 
my so moody or Mary so sad, they could 
solve the problems. 

— > * 

UT Tom and Mary are not at all sure 

of the sources of their own emotional 

turmoil; and if they were, they would 
be rather inarticulate in their efforts to 
express them. If they could formulate 
their problems clearly, it is not unlikely 
that their particular parents might well 
be the last people in whom they could 
confide just at this particular period. Par- 
ents can do no more, in these periods of 
stress, than the relationship which has 
been built up in the preceding years will 
permit. 

Confidences cannot be demanded. They 
are either given freely or not at all. Par- 
ents can only leave the door open and re- 
main ready, willing and receptive when 
the spirit moves the child to speak. It 
may be a very difficult period for a child 
and a painful one for the parents. But 
if so, tolerance, patience and understand- 
ing on the part of the parents will be 
their greatest contribution and the one 
most appreciated by the child. 

In an adult relationship, even with most 
intimate friends, we are quick to discern 
the intangible barrier beyond which we 
cannot approach; and we would hesitate 
to press beyond this point for fear of of- 
fending. Yet in such dealing with chil- 
dren, we have no such respect for their 
privacy. And we plow along in a heed- 
less, indifferent manner, only concerned 
about our failure in gaining our objec- 
tive, the confidence of the child. 

There is another intrusion which par- 
ents, especially mothers, are inclined to 
make relating to the privacy of children. 
It is that of endeavoring to be a constant 
companion. This invariably is the end 
result of a relationship built up by an 
oversolicitous mother who has found the 
dependency of her children a source of 
great satisfaction. 

This is the mother who beams all over 
when she tells her friends that Mary had 
rather go for a walk with her than to 
the mo\®; with the girls. And it is fre- 
quently true, because Mary had found out 
from her past experiences that her moth- 
er is very likely to find some reason for 
following her wherever she goes. The 
mother has made herself very ridiculous 
and deeply humiliated Mary on several 
occasions in her efforts to be one of the 
girls. 

Mary is fond of her mother, but she is 
a bit embarrased at her attempt to ap- 
pear as a sister rather than a mother. 
Her clothes are a bit flapperish, her 
makeup a little too obvious, her hair a 
few shades too dark for her age, and her 
actions a little young for a grown-up 
woman—what the boys call the perpetual 
debutante. Or it may be that the mother 
is just a misguided, lonesome, well-inten- 
tioned companion, who continues to be- 
lieve that Mary’s happiness and safety 
depend upon her being always present 
wherever Mary goes. 

These are only a few instances where 
the privacy of a child is ignored by par- 
ents. They may seem rather unimpor- 
tant to us grown-ups. But to children 
they mean much. In many families they 
build up barriers between parents and 
child that are extremely difficult for the 
older generation to understand. Children, 
in their effort to grow up, resist intru- 
sions. The more placid succumb to this 
parental pressure and become dependent, 
while those who are more aggressive be- 
come resentful and defiant. In either case, 
something is lost to both parent and child 
that is difficult to build up in later years.

HE President, in a message to 
Congress, said that the proposal 
in behalf of the limitation of 
arms is held up, because 10 per 
cent of the nations will not agree 
to such an arrangement. 
Or, what amounts to the same 
thing—only it makes the situation 
all the more difficult—he hints 


not be depended upon to keep such 
pledges when made. 

A few years ago, when urging in- 
dustry to support the retovery act, 
he singled out a “selfish 10 per 
cent” who would not play the game 
fairly, and described them as chis- 
elers and cheats. 

No doubt he was right in both 
cases—a very few people can hold 
up the procession and upset things. 
Ten per cent of motorists can tie 
the traffic up into all sorts of knots 
and tangles. 

But the percentage indicated by 
the President is surely hopeful, 
even if it does get us into a jam, 
and block the human ‘advance. 
Was it careful celculation, or gen- 
erosity, that fixed 10 per cent? 

In the Bible we read the story 

of the city of Sodom, a city so 
wicked that it was well nigh rot- 
ten. Yet the promise was that if 
10 good men could be found in it, 
the city would not be destroyed. 
_ Not even 10 good men could be 
ound in the city, and it went down 
in fire and smoke and terror. At 
any rate, if the Presidené is right 
in his estimate, the percentage has 
changed for the better. 

So, despite many discouraging 
facts, we have a right to take heart 
and renew our efforts. It is not 
all black despair, if the percentage 
of unreliability goes down from 90 
to 10 per cent. 

On the whole, and all things con- 
sidered, one has an awful fear that 
the President was too optimistic in 
his figures. We have a longer way 
to go before we arrive at the co- 


operation we so much need. 

Yet we have a right to be hope- 
ful, as what the lawyers call “the | 
general equities” grow and gather | 
force in the minds of men. Hu- | 
manity will yet live in a juster, | 
gentler and more joyous world.
